Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special.]— 
When the tariff bill is adopted finally there 
may be two innovations in it, one of practical 
walue, and the other merely a ¢oncession to 
gcertain public sentiment. A provision prob- 

_gbly will be made for a customs court ar- 
ganged in such a way as to relieve the regu- 
lar courts of practically all cases concerning 
questions of transportation and the applica- 
tion of the tariff. On the other hand, there 
may be provision for a harmless sort of a 
tariff commission. 

Senators and representatives who do not 
believe in a commission, and who foresee the 
possibility of a delegation of legislative 
power, have said recently they would be 
willing to provide for a purely governmental 
eommission made up of the heads of bureaus, 
with, perhaps, two or three outside men to 
represent importers and consumers more 
directly. 

The commission, however, will have no au- 
thority to do anything more than gather sta- 
t®tics, and as they are valuable only just 


prior to the passage of a tariff bill, the com- 


mission will be in a comatose condition most 
ef the time. 


Expect Much of New Court. 

Quite a good deal is expected from the 
greation of a new customs court. There al- 
feady is a board of genera! appraisers whose 
decisions on certain points are final. Their 
jurisdiction, however, is more or lets lim- 
Red and both importers and customs officials 
are dissatistied with the present arrange- 
ments. There is an infinite number of cases 
constantly brought before the court involv- 
ing the interpretations of tariff laws, ques- 
ons of classification and appraised value. 
Often hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
involved and sometimes even millions. 

A misplaced comma or a clerical error in 
footing up percentages often costs the gov- 
ernment or the importer immense sums of 
Money. The regular courts are not con- 
stituted in such a way as to give proper at- 
tention to technical details and the result 
i that cases of vast importance, not only 


because of the amount involved, but be- 
' @@use of their bearing on subsequent trans- 
actions, are practically decided by a master 
appointed by the court to take 


testimony. 
To have these cases looked after will not 

only relieve the court of a great deal of trou- 

blesome labor now involved, but it probably 


; will help to put an end to, undervaluation 


and to trickery by which certain importers 
attempt to reduce the rate of duty claimed 
by the government. 


New Branch of Law Likely. 
As one result of the creation of a new cus- 
toms court, there probably will be developed 


_ new specialized branch of the practice of 


law. There already are lawyers who de- 
vote themselves to admiralty cases, others’ 
who practice in the patent law, and there are 
customs lawyers now who have developed a 
large technical literature, but they are com- 
pelled to apply it before different judges and 
in courts where frequently the fine points 
are completely lost sight of. 

Senator Aldrich and other tariff experts are 
convinced of the necessity for the new cus- 
toms court and they propose to give it as 
Much final jurisdiction as possible. That 
is to say, they propose to cut off the right 
of appeal wherever it can be done and an 
effort is to be made to secure prompt de- 
cisions in the interest both of the government 
and of the importer, because the market 
price of some article is frequently dependent 


en the rate finally fixed by the court or on 


the application of a disputed question as to 
classification.

DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


HOW IT WORKS. 

A noted authority on vital statistics as 
affected by sanitary administration says 
that if only everybody could have pure air, 
pure water, and pure milk the effect in a 
short time would be to lengthen the aver- 
age duration of human life by eight years. 

The same authority also shows that when- 
ever sanitary measures are enforced against 
any particular disease that is amenable to 
sanitation, that is, a preventable disease, 
the result will be a saving of lives in all 
of the diseases that are due to bad sanitary 
conditions. For example, the enforcement 
of sanitary measures in protecting a com- 
munity’s water supply as a bar against 
typhoid will also result in the saving of 
lives from the other intestinal ailments 
due to the use of impure water. Preven- 
tion pays.

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U.S, ASKS EUROPE 
TO AID IN TURKEY 


American Government Re- 
quests Russia and England: 
to Protect Foreigners’ 

Lives and Property. 


SHIPS RUSHED TO, ASIA. 


Cruisers. Montana and North 
Carolina Sail for the East; 
Ordered to Make High- 

est Speed. @ 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special.)— 
The United States government has taken 
steps to insure the protection of American 
lives and property in Turkey. 

Requests have been sent today to the 
Christian powers of Europe which practically 
are invitations to the European governments 
to codperate with America in the restoration 
of order. 

Great Britain and Russia are particularly 
requested to look out for the interests of cit- 
izens of this country who may be in danger 
in the dependencies of the shah and the sul- 
tan. 


Russians and Britons Near Scene. 

Diplomatic representations having this ob- 
ject in view already have been made to the 
foreign office at London and St. Petersburg, 
whose ships and soldiers are at or near the 
scene of the masracres and ready for active 
operations. 

At the same time efforts are being made 
to learn whether the powers of Europe, in 
whom rest the superintendency of the appli- 
cation of reforms undertaken by Turkey in the 
provinces inhabited by Armenians according 
to the Berlin treaty of 1878, have taken steps 
to check the horrors now being perpetrated 
against those people. 

The superintendency of the application of 
these reforms is given to the powers by that 
treaty, whose integrity was assailed during 
the recent troubles over the Balkans. The 
United States was not a signatory to the con- 
vention. . 

Inquiries have been directed to London with 
a view to learning whether the ships dis- 
patched by the British government to the 
vicinity of the trouble in Asia “Minor will 
afford adequate protection to all foreigners 
and intimating that the United States hopes 
that everything feasible will be done to safe- 
guard human life. 


Forced to Rely on Russia. 

Russia has been told that the United States 
Will have to rely on her for the humanitarian 
work of saving our citizens in Persia if their 
lives are in jeopardy. The latter statement 
is based on the newspaper reports that a 
military expedition from that country is 
about to be sent to the relief of Tabris. 

President Taft is deeply stirred over the 
reports of horrible atrocities which have 
reached him regarding the Armenians, and 
is anxious that no stone be left unturned to 
afford relief wherever possible. 
It is realized that American diplomatic o- 
cers in Constantinople and Teheran have 
made plain the demands of this country that 
our citizens receive the fullest protection pos- 
sible, but at the same time the officials know 
the difficulty in the present disorganized con- 
ditions existing of having these demands 
fully complied with. 


Fear Massacre at Tabriz. 

A dispatch from Minister Jackson at Te- 
heran, Persia, which was dated a 9 o'clock 
this morning, caused much alarm. It is 
said that the consul at Tabriz telegraphed 
the situation there would be desperate if the 
negotiations following the representations 
of European powers which were made yes- 
terday should fail. These representations 
touch the general situation in Persia. The 
results had not becOme publicly known. 
The consul felt that a massacre was immi- 
nent. 

Inflammatory speeches st foreigners 
were made at the funeral of kerville yes- 
terday and foreigners were not. permitted 
to leave the city. The miasionaries are much 
alarmed and the minister says he is power- 


less to do anything. In one part of his dis- 


patch he said that the armistice declared a 
day or’two ago at Nabur had improved the 
general situation. 

There are also several missionary estab- 
lishments near Tabriz. The fact that the 
American government has signified a depend- 
ence on Russia to assist in the humanitarian 
work in Persia is an evidence of the friendly 
relations between the two governments. 


U. 8. Cruisers Start Fast Run. 

The United States armored cruisers Mon- 
tana and North Carolina are now on their 
way to Asiatic Turkey, under orders to pro- 
ceed as swiftly as possible. They left Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, shortly before noon today, 
looking spick and span and ready for a record 
breaking run. 

Capt. William A. Marshall is in command 
of the North Carolina and Capt. Alfred Reyn- 
olds commands the Montana, and these two 
cruisers, which are among the swiftest and 
most formidable of the service, no doubt 
will be a welcome addition to the warships 
of other nations now assembling In Turkish 
waters, and will be quite able to represent 
American interests in every way. 

The cruisers are capable of a speed of 
twenty-two knots and have taken on suf- 
ficient coal to permit them to proceed at an 
average rate much higher than would be 
maintained for a voyage of a similar dis- 
tance under ordinary circumstances. It is 
expected that the Montana and North Caro- 
lina will rech Alexandretta by May 8 at the 
latest, the distance from Guantanamo being 
a bout 5,700 miles. 


Recently Kept Watch on Castro. 

The Montana and North Carolina recently 
reached Guantanamo from Fort de Franee, 
where they were engaged in watching the 
movements of ex-President Castro of Ven- 
ezuela. Orders were received three days ago 
to prepare for the voyage to Asia Minor, 
and since then the vessels have taken on a 
full supply of coal and provisions. 

Both ships carry a large force of marines.

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VIOLENT QUAKE IN LISBON; 
PANIC, BUT LITTLE DAMAGE.

LISBON, April 23.—A series of violent 
eurthquakes occurred here tonight, and seis- 
mic disturbances, according to reports from 
various places, were felt throughout the 
whole of Portugal. For a time fears were 
entertained of a repetition of the great earth- 
quake of 1755, which demolished the city. 

No material damage was done, although 
the ground rose and fell in wavelike motions. 
‘Bulldings swayed and the walls of a number 
of old houses were broken. Noone was hurt, 
but in various parts of the city there were 
fires, and a condition of great alarm pre- 
vailed. Several of the broken walls threaten 
to collapse, and it is believed that some of 
the churches have been damaged. 

King Manuel, accompanied his aids, 4 
peared on the streets and too 
part in encouraging the flremen and reassur- 
ing the terrified people. 

Shock Felt*in Spanish Cities. 

MADRID, April 24.—The seismic dis- 
turbances, which were general throughout 
the Iberian peninsula this evening, caused 
some damage here. Dispatches received 
from Cordova, Seville, and other cities re- 
port shocks varying from ten to twenty sec- 
onds, but little or no damage.

Emily E. Grigsby, the beautiful ward of 
Mr. Yerkes, tonight gave a dinner in the 
white granite palace at Park avenue and 
Sixty-seventh street, which was presented 
to her by him. Her future is roseate, even 
more so than during the life of her patron. 
Every turn of the investigation into the 
affairs of Mr. Terkes serves to strengthen 
her title to her fortune, variously estimated 
at from $2,060,000 to $4,000,000. 


New Suit Against Will. 

Efforts to bring order out of the tangled 
condition of the estate were complicated 
further today by the filing of a petition in 
the United States Circuit court in behalf of 
the Bank of America to intervene in the suit 
brought by the Underground Electric Rail- 
ways of London against the estate. The rail- 
way is admitted as creditor to the amount of 
$800,000. 

The Bank of America holds a claim for 
$128,000, which has been admitted by the 
Superior court of Cook county, lilinois, where 
the Yerkes will was filéd. It seeks to be 
included in the litigation on the same basis 
as the foreign creditors. 

The petition was opposed by William B. 
Hornblower, counsel for Mrs. Mary Adelaide 
Yerkes. Judge Ward took the papers and re- 
served his decision.

„After that hearing the whole record of all

Howard were not guilty, and issued the par- 
dons.

The study of 
these records constrained me to believe, to 
the exclusion of a doubt, that Howard did not 
fire the shot which killed Goebel. 


Denies Howard Killed Goebel.

Statement by Taylor. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 23.—William 8. 
Taylor and Charles Finley closeted them- 
gelves in Mr. Taylor’s office this evening as 
goon as they received word of their pardon 
by Gov. Willson and denied admittance to 
inquirers until a late hour. They prepared a 
statement. to the public in which they ex- 
pressed their gratitude for relief from a great 
‘burden and to their old friends in Kentucky 
and their’ new friends in Indiana that had 
stood by them in their years of protesting 
their innocence ot murder and their wish to 
be freed of its stigma. 
Their statement follows: 
ne final ending by Gov. Willson of 
the terrible reign of wrong and persecu- 
tion of innocent men in Kentucky is to our 
minds an added proof that there is ‘a God 
in Israel’ and that right will not remain 
forever on the scaffold nor wrong forever 
on the throne. 
“The long agony is over at last. Ken- 
@ucky pow ends the persecutions begun 
mine years ago in her name. 
“ Nothing, of course, can ever make full 
‘* @mends for the great wrong that has been 
@one us nor for what we have suffered 
and lost. ‘ 
„While the action of Gov. Willsonmends 
these persecutions, it does not bring the 
end we would have preferred. For nine 
Fears we have pleaded for a trial—a fair 
trial. There has never been a moment 
@uring all this time when we would not 
' have been willing and were not anxious 
to return to Kentucky for such a trial. 
These pleas for simple justice always 
have been denied. The action of Gov. 
Willson doubtless is the voice of his de- 
berate convictions that no such trials 
were intended or could be had. 
“We would stultify ourselves were we 
to say that these have not been hard. bit- 
ter, and cruel years to us. No human 
tongue can tell and no pen can write what 
we have suffered as they have dragged on. 
We doubt if we should have been able to 
“endure them but for the loyalty, friend- 
Ship. love, and sympathy of old friends 
in Kentucky who stood firm, fast, and 
true, and of new friends in Indiana who 
ame to us in the hours of dire need. Men

gratitude to friends than we. It Is a debt 
Wwe can never hope to pay.

Taylor to Remain in Indiana. 

Mr. Taylor stated that he would never re- 
turn to Kentucky to make it his home. He 
has established a law practice in Indianapolis 
and has made business connections here that 
are permanent. ‘ 

„1 have no immediate plan to return to 
Kentucky even for a visit,“ he said. 

Mr. Finley soon will return to Kentucky to 
visit his aged parents at Williamsburg. He 
gaid he had now no fear of personal injury 
in returning to Kentucky and felt that he 
would meet only friends there. 

Both Taylor and Finley have been con- 
spicuous in Indianapolis for years. For a 
long time after they found a refuge here and 
made new friends they were in fear that their 
enemies and the friends of former Gov. Goe- 
bel would attempt to kidnap them and take 
them back to Kentucky to face a trial which, 
they held, would be a grisly farce, ending in 
their murder under the guise of a legal execu- 
tion. They and their friends went about the 
etreets armed. 

Mr. Finley has never engaged in any busi- 
ness in Indianapolis and has been waiting and 
hoping for the pardon that came today that 
would permit his going home. He was deep- 
ly affected tonight. The news of the pardon 
was, he said, the greatest biessing that he 
nad ever known. 


HISTORY OF FAMOUS CASE. . 


In the Kentucky state @ection of 1899 Tay- 
for’s plurality over Goebel was 2,383. He 
Was given the certificate of election and was 
maugurated; but Goebel filed contest. 

While a committee wa#hearing evidence 
to be exact, on Jan. 30, 1200—while Goebel 
was walking through the capitol grounds to 
the state house, a rifle bullet fired from a 

_ “window penetrated his side and pierced his 
Fight lung. Two men with him were unable 
to tell whence it had come. Its discharge 
finally was traced to an office building near- 
by, but entrance to it was prevented by 
rough mountaineers, alleged partisans of 
Taylor's. 
The injured man was carried to the Capitol 
el. His injuries were said to be fatal 
and the contest committee, announcing that 
A would hear no more evidence, ruled in his 
favor. A secret meeting of the assembly 
seventy-seven friends of Goebel being pres- 
ent—ratified the decision, and at night, 
propped up in bed and so weak that he hardly 
could raise his hand for the oath, Goebel 
was sworn in as governor. . 

His death came a few days later. 

„Hunt for Slayers Begins.

SULTAN HOLDSJOB 

BIT A COMPROMISE, 

Young Turk Commander 
Finds Demands of His 
Faction Too Exacting. 


MAKES DEAL WITH NAZIM 


Abdul Hamid’s Only Anxiety Is 
That Order in Capital Be 
Maintained. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHIGAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 23.—The acute 
stage of the Crighs seems to have passed. 
The negotiations between the government 
and the Young’ Turks have ended in com- 
promise. Abdul Hamid wiil retain his throne, 
while the constitution will be additionally 
safeguarded. : N 

According to the best available version of 
the happenings Which led to this result, 
Chefket Pasha, on the part of the Salonikans, 
and Nazim Pasha on behalf of the govern- 
ment, brought tactful influences to bear on 
the extremists of both parties. 

Chefket Pasha. whose loyalty both to 
the sultan and the constitution is unques- 
tioned, found on his arrival at the front from 
Saloniki that the zeal ot the Young Turk 
politicians was running ahead of their dis- 
cretion. He apparently refused to listen to 
the proposal to depose the sultan, and was 
able to persuade the Young Turks that their 
insistence on his majesty’s deposition would 
produce dangerous consequences in Anatolia 
and probably in Constantinople itself. 

Nazim Pasha, on his part, readily agreed 
to arrange the manner in which the con- 
stitutional troops should enter the capital, 
and for their accommodation after they have 
entered. 


Word Is Sent to Sultan. 

Before the sultan went to the Selamik the 
decision not to disturb him was made known 
to him through a telegram from Chefket 
Pasha, which contained the following: 

“Owing to recent corruption among the 
imperial guard the power of the government 
at the capitol has been completely annihilat- 
ed. In order to restore and consolidate the 
authority of the government the Second and 
Third army corps have dispatched troops to 
Constantinople and placed me at the head of 
these forces and also of the navy. Pardon 
will be granted all repentant soldiers in Con- 
stantinople who submit, but those continuing 
in rebellion will be punished without mercy, 
Certain guilty individuals, apprehending 
chastisement, have spread reports that the 
army of investment intends to dethrone the 
sultan. I absolutely deny this. If, during 
the operations, agitators attempt to provoke 
troubles they will be held responsible.“ 

A similar message was scent to the porte, 
and subsequently communicated to the em- 
bassies by the grand vizier. 


Reply of Abdul Hamid. 

The sultan is reported to have sént Chefket 
Pasha a characteristic response, the gist of 
which was that he regarded the question of 
his person as of less importance than satis- 
factorily removing the present disturbed con- 
ditions and punishing the authors of the re- 
cent events. 

Whether his majesty will long remain on 
the throne is another question. Chefket 
Pasha’s proclamation denies’ that there ‘is 
any intention of dethroning the padishah, but 
so bitter isthe feeling among the deputies and 
officers, and many of the rank and file of the 
Macedonian troops that one cannot but sus- 
pect that the strongest pressure may be ex- 
ercised to force him to abdicate. The at- 
titude of the press certainly confirms this 
suspicion. Several journals discuss the 
question of abdication or dethronement with 
the utmost freedom: 7 f 

The sultan appeared upon the streets or 
Constantinople today, ar.d was greeted by the 
people with cries of adoration. With a 
masklike countenance and his head sunk be- 
tween his stooped shoulders he acknowledged 
the salutations of the throng by curt nods. 

The occasion of his majesty’s appearance 


mosque outside the walls of Yildiz Kiosk. a 
ceremony known as theselamlik. It was the 
first time the sultan had been seen in public 
since the revolutionary outbreak of April 13. 


People Crowd to See Ruler. 

On the word that selamlik would occur 
today the people in great numbers made their 
way in carriages and on foot to greet the 
sultan at the Yildiz Kiosk. From the gate 
of the palace inclosure to the mosque the 
broad driveway was lined on either side by 
the picked regiments of the army, repre- 
senting. every branch of the service. All were 
in their best uniforms, with tunics and 
trousers, canvas leggings, trappings of red, 
yellow, and green, With red fezes or red and 
green turbans gn their heads. 

At noon the gates were thrown open and 
the sultan appeared in his customary vic- 
toria. He drove the short distance to the 
mosque and at once entered to say his pray- 
ers. After the completion of his devotions 
he ‘returned by the same way he came and 
disappeared through the broad portal into 
the guarded precincts of his palace. : 

His majesty’s customary uniform; that of 
a field marshal, was covered today by an old 
gray coat that he has had and not worn for 
years. This garment is.commonly believéd 
to have a lining of fine steel mail, and his 
majesty certainly looked thicker through the 
body today than he does when he is receiv- 
ing in the pelace. 


Besieging Lines Draw Closer. 

The advance of the concentrated army of 
investment began this afteproon. While the 
favored troops of the Constantinople gar- 
rison“ were giving homage to the sultan on 
Yildiz.hill there was a forward movement 
of the constitutional fofces on that side of 
Pera to within two and a half miles of the 
Yildiz Kiosk. Cavalry went out to recon- 
nojiter and squads were sent to picket the 
bridges across the Sweetwaters. 

A party of fifty American tourists, just 
arrived, who were driving in carriages in 


men. Infantry was then observed advancing 
and rumors spread throughout the city tnat 
the army was about to enter the capital and 
fighting was inevitable. 

There was à veritable panic, with much 
running to and fro and cries of alarm. shop- 
keepers in a large part of Pera put up their 
shutters. The British ambassador, Sir G. 
A. Lowther, was caught in the swirling 
crowd near the embassy,.and hundreds of 
frantic persons poured into the embassy com- 
pound, imploring asylum. The gates of the 
embassy were closed with difficulty, but it 
was late In the afternoon betore the refugees 
were assured of safety and sent homeward.

He walked 
a ‘of the station supported by two.attend- 
ants, and it was evident that he made his 
way with difficulty. He was greeted upon 
arriving hy a dozen prominent Venezuelan 
sidents of Paris.

return of Sefior Castro was in striking 
cobtrast to his two previous appearances in 
Paris. Instead of having a magnificent au- 
tomobile waiting at the station for. him, he 
entered ordinary street taxicab, taking 
into it with him his two attendants and four 
friends, and went to a modest hotel in the 


rpom. To the newspaper men who succeeded 
In seeing him the former president continued 
‘his abuse and denunciation of the United 
States 


Says America Tricked Powers. 

“JT am the victim of the United States, 
which has fmposed measures against me 
upon Europe, whose interests I defended in 
America,“ Sefior Castro said. The day 
will come when the powers will realize their 
mistake. They failed to understand the sig- 
nificance of the seizure of Panama. They 
will repent, but I will not. I defended in 
America and at The Hague the right of the 
weak against the strong, which now is being 
violated in my person. Unfortunately my 
strength is betraying me in this fight.“ 

Sefior Castro said the prosecution that was 
started against him in Venezuela on a 
charge of having ordered the execution in 
1907 of Gen. Antonio Paredes, the revolution- 
ary leader, was a puerile pretext. He in- 
sisted that he did not desire to reclaim the 
presidency of Venezuela, and that he wanted 
only to attend to his private affairs in the 
republic and to “ look after his lettuce, like 
Diocletian.” . 


Calls Venezuelans Ingrates. 

The former president spoke bitterly of the 
Venezuelans for what he termed their in- 
gratitude after he had almost sacrificed his 
life to defend their “ dignity, honor. and in- 
terests.“ He maintained he was a prisoner 
of France. ' 

It is understood Sefior Castro has written 
a letter of protest to President Fallieres 
along the fines of the one that was given out 
recently by him at Fort de France. He said 
he had not yet perfected'his plans; but first 
must attend to his health and that he might 
await the arrival here of his wife, who was 
innocent like myself. 

It is reported Sefior Castro has gent a tele- 
gram to José de J. Paul, former Venezuelan 
minister for foreign affairs, who is in Europe 
on a diplomatic mission, having as its object 
the settlement of disputes between the re- 
public and various powers. 


LOS ANGELES RECALL REGIME 
LAUNCHES A POLITICAL Coup. 


Mayor Demands Resignations of Mem- 
bers of Civil Service Commission as 
Result of Pressure Over Patronage. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 23.—([Special.}—The 
recall. administration has undertaken the 
most daring political coup ever attempted 
since the adoption of civil service by the city. 
The mayor has demanded the resignations un, 
der threat of removal of the enttre civil serv- 
ice commission. In the last forty-eight hours 
he has sent for the members of that commis- 
sion und made it plain to them that he wants 
the entire membership to resign. The mem- 
bers have told him they will not resign. 

Because they opposed the recall election by 
which Alexander was elected mayor, Alex- 
ander will send a communication to the city 
council when it meets on Tuesday request- 
ing the remoyal of Dr. D. W. Edelman and 
Milton K. Young from the commission. This 
example, it is hoped by the mayor's friends 
will force the other members to resign. Both 
Edelman and Young have been given an op- 
portunity to resign, but refused to do so. 

The recall faction has been unable to pay 
their political obligations to their support- 
ers. The civil service commission opposes 
the plan of the recall fection to get more 
offices. Finding no places to give its workers 
the administration sought to make removals 
particularly of those who offended the recall 
movement

260 Followers Salute Him. 

The camp established for Mr. Roosevelt 
is most elaborate. The caravan will have 
a total of 260 followers. ‘There are thirteen 
tents for the Europeans and their horses 
and sixty tents for the porters. An Ameri- 
can flag is flying over the tent to be occupied 
by Mr. Roosevelt. All the native porters of 
the expedition were lined up on the-platform 
when the Roosevelt special pulled in, and as 
Mr. Roosevelt stepped down from tho train 
they shouted a salute in his honor.“ In re- 
sponse Mr. Roosevelt raised his hat. 

Mr. Roosevelt was welcomed at the station 
dy Sir Alfred Pease, who will be his host 
on the Athi river. Mr. Roosevelt is dressed 
today in a khaki suit and a Whité Helmet. 
The weather is bright and warm. 

Mr. Roosevelt was on the cowcatcher of 
the engine when the train pulled in, having 
occupied that position for the seventy-nine 
miles between Makindu and Kapiti Plains. 
With him on the cowcatcher were Mr. Selous, 
Mu j. Mearns, and Edmund Heller. Theother 
members of the party rode on the roof of one 
of the carriages. 

Train Passes Much Game. 

The party had a magnificent view of snow 
capped Kilimanjaro while coming down. 
Plenty of game was seen from the train, in- 
cluding about twenty giraffes, with their 
young, close to the Une. wildebeests, parte- 
beests, waterbucks, zebras, guinea fowl, 
ostriches in great number, and one rhinoceros. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was intensely inter- 
ested in the country, and expressed his grat- 
itude and delight at the hospitality shown 
him by the acting governor and Mrs. Jack- 
son.

Building Commissioner Campbell ;said he 
doubted whether the International ever 
would be permitted to reopen as a theater. 

“T think the mayor has done the best thing 
to let Glickmanh’s place stay closed,“ said 
the commissioner. “‘ It-isn’t fit för a theater 
and, anyway, Glickman's persistence in fight- 
ing the city has put him outside the pale of 
sympathy.

SCHOOLS USED IN POLITICS 


Raymond Robins Attacks Com- 
mercial Club’s Bills. 


SCHNEIDER TO INVESTIGATE. 


Declares Board Member Silly“ in 
Fighting Own Scheme.

In an effort to defeat the legislative school 
measures which have been presented before 
the educational committees of the house and 
senate at Springfield by the Chicago Com- 
mercial chub, Raymond Robins, member of 
the Chicago board of education, and John C. 
Harding and Philip Angsten, former mem- 
bers of the board. resorted to the use of the 
Chicago public schools to further their po- 
litical desires yesterday. 

A pamphlet signed by the three men was 
issued in which the main attacks against the 
bills of the Commercial club were on the 
score of property leases by the board of edu- 
‘cation and the issuance of bonds to build, 
repair, and finish schoolhouses and purchase 

esi’ ‘ 

Bundles of.these pamphiets were sent to 
principals for distribution among the teach- 
ers and pupils. Several principals made in- 
quiry of Assistant Supt. Megan and were told 
they had no right to distribute such matter. 
Other principals who took the privilege will 
be called on by President Otto C. Schneider 
to explain their action today. 

The pamphlet. designed to create sentiment 
against the Commerciat club, was received by 
several members of the board of education. 
According to their views, instead of injuring 
the bill, it will react as a boomerang on Mr. 
Robins and will place him in the peculiar 
position of supporting a principle one day 
ahd attacking it the next. 

Attacks Clause on Leases. 

Mr. Robins states in the pamphiet that the 
bills of the Commercial club will make it law- 
ful for the board of education to strike out 
the revaluation clauses in all leases and to 
extend them for ninety-nine years. The pro- 
vision which apparently is attacked is as fol- 
"I Meese 31. The board of education shall 
have the power to let school property on 
leasehold for a term of not more than ninety- 
nine years from the date of granting the 
lease: but it shall not make or renew any 
lease for a term longer than five years with- 
out the concurrence of the city council, nor 
alter the provisions of any lease heretofore 
or hereafter made whose unexpired term 
may exceed five years without such concur- 
ur. Rovine will find himself in this situa- 
tion: He is a member of the charter conven- 
tion. The quoted provision in the Commer- 
cial club bill, which is attacked in the 
pamphlet, was taken word for word from the 
charter bill which Mr. Robins helped frame. 
On Wednesday the charter bill came up for 
hearing in committee at Springfield, and Mr. 
Robins made an eloquent plea in its favor. 
Now he condemns the same identical provi- 
sion in the Commercial! club bill. The provi- 
sion as to issuing bonds, condemned by Mr. 
Robins, is taken word for word from the pres- 
ent school law in Illinois. 

“Laughable,” Says Robinson. 

„ can't for the life of me see how any 
man who claims to be familiar with our 
measures can make such an attack, said 

re W. Robinson. 

“x Robins’ position is laughable. Our 
bill, as any one may see, restricts the power 
of the Board of education in granting leases. 
Under the present law there is no restriction 
on the board, and it can grant leases for 200 
years, with or without revaluation clauses, 
as it pleases. We thought we couldn't do 
better than to take the charter bill provision 
in this one regard—the bill which Mr. Rob- 
ins helped frame—so we simply incorporated 
“The attitude of Mr. Robins is childlike, or, 
if one wanted to be unkind, he might say 
silly,” said President Schneider. The Com- 
mercial club measure seeke to safeguard 
school property; not to give the board of 
education free rein, as it now has. It makes 
the consent of the city council necessary in 
all leases for over five years. 

“Mr. Robins’ pamphlet is too puerile to 
discuss. But as.for this circular being issued 
through the public school system, that is a 
different matter. If any principal distrib- 
uted them to the teachers, through whom 
they may find their way into the hands of 
pupil#, I will require a goood explanation 
from him, if such athing ts explainable."

845th anniversary of the birth of William 
Shakspeare was celebrated here today on an 
elaborate scale.

TRAPS WOMAN 10 GET. DEED 


Goodrich Accused of Trying to 
Compromise Mrs. Chisholm. 


FOILED IN ROOM OF HOTEL. 


Witnesses Tell How Mrs. MecDonald’s 
Papers Were Saved. 


Benjamin Briggs Goodrich, on trial before 
Judge McSurely for the alleged embezzle- 
ment of $5,000 from Mrs. Dora McDonald, 
was charged in open court yesterday with 
attempting to compromise Mrs. Rose Chis- 
holm to get possession of valuable papers 
belonging to his accuser. 

Mrs, Chisholm lIfves with her husband, 
Thomas Chisholm, at 734 Kedzie avenue, 
Both were important witnesses for the pros- 
ecution.: Beside this evidence, it was testi- 
fled that the prisoner’s. shortage is really 
$1,500 more than is charged in the indictment. 

Previous to her departure for New York 
last June Mrs. McDonald made out a trust 
deed in Goodrich's name at his solicitation. 
Rather than plate it upon the publi¢ rec- 
ords, which would enable Goodrich to dis- 
pose of her interest in the late Mike Me- 
Donald's estate at the trustee’s own terms, 
she gave it to Mrs. Chisholm. 

A few days later, it was testified, a voice 
Mrs. Chisholm belleved to be that of Mrs. 
Goodrich requested a conference at the Sar- 
atoga hotel, There Mrs. Chisholm met 
Goodrich, who promised to take her to his 
wife. 


Baffled by Her Threat. 

He took her to the Grace hotel, it was testi- 
fied, and locked her in a room with him and a 
woman detective. Then, it was sald, he told 
Mrs. Chisholm that unless she surrendered 
the trust deed and other papers in her pos- 
session he would disgrace ner by making it 
publie that they were registered as man and 
wife. The coup failed, because Mrs. Chisholm 
threatened to scream after she had recovered 
from her fright. 

Mr. Chisholm, who had been looking after 
Mrs. McDonald's affairs before the engage- 
ment of Goodrich, testified to being present 
at the Grand Pacific hotel on June 8 when 
Mrs. McDonald signed the papers. He said 
he liven then at 1745 Wrightwood avenue, 
and was asked by the defense if Mrs. Me- 
Donald paid his rent. He gave a negative re- 
ply. 

Why did you leave there?“ asked the de- 
fense. 

Because Mrs. Chisholm told me she would 
return to her mother if we did not move 
away.’’ * 

What was the trouble?“

Tells of Trap Set in Hotel. 

“I was asked over the phone to go shop- 
ping with Mrs. Goodrich,” testified Mrs. 
Chisholm, ‘‘ and we arranged to meet at the 
Saratoga hotel. I was surprised to find Mr. 


Goodrich there, but he explained that his 


wife would arrive soon. He invited me to 
have a drink, but I refused. He said he 
would go out and get his wife. 

J have learned that while he was out he 
registered at the Grace hotel. I believed I 
was going to meet Mrs. Goodrich when we 
went up in an elevator. As soon as we en- 
tered a room he locked the door. 

„% Now, I have you in my power,’ he ex- 
claimed. ‘I registered us as man and wife, 
and unless you surrender those papers I 
will disgrace you before the whole world. I 
will tell your husband.“ . 

Mrs. Chisholm then told how she threat 
ened to make an outcry and was released 
after a strange woman entered the room, 

Previously Mrs. McDonald, on cross-exam- 
ination, denied that any other than strictly 
business relations existed between her and 
Goodrich.

| George S. Haney, a master plumber, who 
is alleged to have arranged to allow Smith to 
extort $50 for a license, and Detectives 
George G. Chatt and James O’Keefe, who 
arrested Smith when, it is claimed, he was in 
| possession of the money, told their stories 
to the grand jury, but the name of the most 
important witness is being withheld. Haney 
told a reporter he did not know this witness, 
and Mr. Wayman and his assistants said it 
would be a breach of confidence to reveal his 
name now. 

A number of other cases, regarded unim- 
portant, were considered and before the ad- 
journment.of the grand jury at 2 o'clock 
practically all of the routine business was 
cleared from the dockets. On Monday Judge 
McEwen will take a seat in the Criminal 
court with the five judges now presiding. 
Mr. Wayman is anxious to clear the present 
calendar. 


“Skinny’s’”’ Trial Postponed. 

Attorney James T. Brady prevailed upon 
Mr. Wayman to postpone the trial of Martin 
B. (Skinny) Madden and his heutenants, M. 
J. Boyle, Fred A. Pouchot, and James Chris- 
tensen charged with conspiracy to extort 
money in connection with strike settlements. 
The cases were set for Monday. Mr. Way- 
man, who will prosecuté the men, agreed to a 
week's postponement. 

Brady advanced a novel reason for the 
postponement. It was argued if the charges 
were to be taken up 6n Monday, as originally 
fixed, a jury with one week’s experience 
would consider the case. This was consid- 
ered unfair. By the postponement a 
green jury—one just beginning on its term 
of service—will hear the evidence. Judge 
McS8urely has been selected to try the case. 
That judge overruled Brady's motion to 
quash the indictments during the afternoon, 
The lawyer argued that the evidence heard by 
the grand jury was insufficient to warrant an 
indictment. 


Mr. Wayman Explains Position. 

State’s Attorney Wayman expressed an- 
noyance over thé continued reports of his re- 
puted investigations in tonnection with the 
city hall and city council. 

He was visited during the day by repre- 
sentatives of certain officials who believed 
they had come under the ban, but he ex- 
plained to all callers that there was no par- 
ticular set of men who are under fire. He 
.said that all business was being handled at 
his office just as it was brought in, and that 
everything worthy of investigation would 
receive it regardless of the result. But he 
insisted that he was not trying to pose as a 
reformer or fault finder. 

The state’s attorney admitted that the 
cases of the plumbing examiners, gambling, 
and the complaints against a big corporation 
which holds a city contract were the most im- 
portant cases before him. He also stated 
that many complaints filed at his office were 
haseless. For some days he has received 
many letters, and his office has been besieged 
by amateur detectives. Two of these men in- 
sisted on detaining him after he had locked 
his desk last evening.

Springfield, III., April 23.—(Specia).}]—Rep- 
resentative Anton J. Cermak stuck his fist 
into a woman's hatpin the other day at the 
state house and Representative David Shan- 
aban endeavored to improve his sight by run- 
ning an optic into a feather on another hat. 

These and other casualties of a like nature 
combined to produce a bit of uplift legis- 
lation. A bill to restrict the size, build, 
trimmings, and accessories of feminine 
headgear was introduced in the house today 
by Representative Hilton. 


Cermak Draws It with One Hand. 

Mr. Cermak drew it with one hand, nurs- 
ing his bum mitt in a sling as he did so. Cer- 
tain scurrilous intimations, hints, and in- 
nuendoes contained in the measure may be 
traced to the provoking cause, which was 
the aforesaid bum mitt. 

It was Mr. Cermak's glad hand which 
was stung and it swelled up like a village 
constable soon after the stinging. The ca- 
tastrophe was brought about by his desire to 
remove his hat in an elevator partially in- 
habited by women. 

The now injured mitt impaled itself on a 
projection in the armored and feathered 
headgear and when the representative dis- 
covered that Mr. Shanahan and other broth- 
ers in legislative endeavor were suffering 
from injuries of a similar cause, he decided 
that 2 crisis was approaching. 


Excuse for a Suffering Son. 

Women who may regard themselves as 
affronted by the prohibition against the use 
of snakes and lizards as adornment for bon- 
nets, should consider the swollen condition 
of Mr. Cermak’s hand and make excuses 
for a suffering son of Anak. The text of the 
bill in part is as follows: : 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, partnership, association, firm, or 
corporation to manufacture, sell, or give away or 
offer or expose for sale, gift, or exhibition (except 
as hereinafter provided) any hat or article of 
headgear intended for human wear which shall be 
wider at the widest point than eighteen (18) 
inches measured from edge of brim to edge of 
brim along a straight line drawn through the cen- 
ter of the crown of said article of headgear; or 
any article of headgear which shal! bear or have 
attached to it a plume,. feather, aigrette, pin, or 
other article projecting more than six (6) inches 
beyond the crown of said article or headgear; or 
any article of headgear, the crown whereof shall 
exceed one (1) eubic foot in size, or weigh more 
than five (5) ounces avoirdupois; or any article 
of headgear which shall bear the dead body or 
stuffed skin of any bird, snake, lizard, or other 
animal, reptile, or insect. 

Section 3. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall, upon conviction, be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 nor more than $200. 

Section 4. Whereas an emergency exists, there- 
fore this act shall be in effect from and after ita 


passage. 

Mr. Cermak's hand is much improved since 
the bill was introduced and Mr. Shanahan 
already is feeling a sight better. 


TAKES ISSUE WITH HUSBAND.

The wearing of birds on hats is a dis- 
gusting and dangerous practice and should 
be’ abolished entirely.“

It is a senate measure, and if the senate 
concurs in the changes made by the house it 
will go to the governor for his signature. 
Physicians even now are endeavoring to 
bring pressure on Gov. Deneen to induce him 
to veto it when it reaches him. 

The State Medical association and the state 
board of health regard this bill as an opening 
wedge by which various methods of treat- 
ment of human ailments will be recognized 
officially by the legislature, and that practi- 
tioners in other than regular schools of med- 
icine and in surgery will be made self-gov- 
erning and self-regulating. 

It will eak down the control the state 
board of health has maintained over the 
practice ef all persons treating diseases and 
ailments, and will give osteopaths the right 

determine their own qualifications, exam- 
the and certify their own practitioners, and 
regulate their own conduct independently of 
their medical and, surgical rivals. 

So keen an interest have the physicians of 
the state been taking in the progress of the 
bill that on one occasion a Chicago legislator 
known to be favorable to the measure was 
visited at his home by seven automobile 
loads of doctors, proteeting against his sup- 
port of it. 


Lawmakers Act from Experience. 

At the outset the doctors centered their 
fight against - the bill in the house and gave 
little or no attention to the senate bill, which 
has been passed, and which by today’s ac- 
tion in the house is put or the third reading 
there, ready for roll call. It happens that a 
great many legislators have formed their 
own opinion of the osteopathic practice from 
their own experiences or from experiences 
of their relatives and friends, and the doctors 
have found that their arguments were wasted 
against such personal judgment. 

Gov. Deneen is taking only a languid in- 
terest in the controversy, being partly of 
opinion that if osteopaths want to manage 
their own affairs they should have the privi- 
lege, but he is not at all “ sot in that way 
of thinking. He is open to argument, but it 
is significant that Mrs. Deneen already is a 
convert to osteopathic theories, and domestic 
influences will guide the governor in any ac- 
tion he may have to take in deciding the 
fate of the bill, and such a decision may be 
favorable. 


Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill provides that there shall be created 
a board of examiners to be appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the senate con- 
sisting of five competent practicing os- 
teopaths to be known as the Illinois state 
board of osteopathy. The house struck out 
the provision in the senate bill providing that 
no person shall be eligible to appointment 
to the board who is in any way connected 
with or interested in any osteopathic col- 
lege or osteopathic department in any insti- 
tution of learning. 

The bill provides that application for a 
certificate to practice osteopathy shall be 
made to the state board in writing and shall 
be accompanied by an examination free of 
$20. Examinations as provided by the bill 
shall include the subjects of anatomy, phys- 
lology, physiological chemistry, toxicology, 
osteopathic pathology, osteopathic diagnosis, 
hygiene, osteopathic obstetrics, and prin- 
ciples and practice of osteopathy. 

Before the house amended the measure 
“minor surgery was included among the 
subjects on which the applicant was to be 
examined, and consequently in the legal 
practice of the certified osteopaths. The 
house struck out this provision and also an- 
other which would have given the board the 
right to examine its applicants in such 
other subjects as the board may require.”’ 


Principal Fight on “Surgery.” 


The principal fight in the house was over 
the minor surgery provision. One of the 
legislators said distinction between minor 
and major surgery was about as hard to 
draw as distinction between pig and hog,” 
it being about as hard to tell where one 
stopped and the other began.”’ 

Representative Lee O'Neil Browne led the 
opposition to granting any privilege in the 
minor surgery line to osteopaths, and on 
this question the house finally had to take 
a rising vote. 

Only thirty of the 152 legislators were 
present: at the bob-tailed Friday morning 
session, working with this and other meas- 
ures. Ten voted for minor surgery and 
twenty against it. 

The charter bill providing for consolida- 
tion Was advanced on the calendar without 
opposition, and if pushed ahead again on 
Tuesday will be ready for roll call next 
week. The charter civil service bill remains 
in the repository of dead bills, where it was 
consigned by the house charter committee.

SCHOOL FOR HEALTH OFFICERS 


Scientists in Conference Declare Epi- 
demics Are Due to Ignorance of the 
People. 


Champaign, III., April 23.—[{Special. ]—Ills 
that result from the state’s neglect of meth- 
ods to protect public health were pictured 
today by scientists at a conference on pub- 
lic health at the University of Illinois. 
Inefficient methods and an ignorant public 
were coupled as causes for the many epi- 
demics. 

Plans for the betterment of conditions 
were proposed. ‘They include the codépera- 
tion of the state university and state board 
of health. For this purpose the state legis- 
lature will be asked to establish in Cham- 
paign a school of sanitary science to in- 
struct the health officers. . 

Deneen will be asked to appoint a 
commission to {investigate the protection of 
health in other states with a view to re- 
organizing the Illinois methods. The cen- 
tralization of the powers at present held by 
the various boards and bodies in the state 
board of health will be asked, and an annual 
conference of the health officers will be held.

The market ie weak, 
however, and further raids by the beare are 
expected until finally prices are depresse4 
much below present levels. 

Flour is going down, too, and despite the 
statement of the Washburn-Crosby people 
that they had not cut the price from $7.20 a 
barrel, it was learned from other millers 
that the prevailing price for spring wheat 
four is now $6.80, practically a 40 cent cut. 
Millers explain that prices will decline still 
further as the price of wheat goes down. 


Thinks Bakers May Not Act. 


Mathias Schmidlinger, president of the 
master bakers’ association, said: “Although 
the price of flour has not got to a point yet 
where we can make bread and sell it for 4 
cents with any profit, I think that the bakers 
will not want to take any action regarding 
raising the price now, as it seems as if flour 
must soon be cheaper if the movement in 
wheat is changed. I don’t think the question 
will be formally brought up at our meeting 
tomorrow night, but if it is I shall not pre- 
side, for I would not want to be in the chair 
when any such action is taken.” 

Another report of shipments came in during 
the day which failed to bear out Mr. Pat- 
ten's oft repeated statements that the world 
has not enough wheat to go around.

Prof. Paul Haupt of Johns Hopkins un- 
versity enlightened the world on the com- 
mon error in respect to the Lots this after- 
noon in an address before the American Phi- 
losophical society. 


Why Didn’t Lot Become Salt? 

‘There is no mystery about the story of 
Lot’s wife turning into a pillar of salt,“ he 
said. Many explorers have seen pillars of 
salt near the Red sea. They are natura! for- 
mations, and undoubtedly. the basis for the 
fable. My little girl, who is 12 years old, 
threw a new light upon the story as told in the 
bible. She asked me how it was that Lot 
could look back and see what had happened 
to his wife and not himself be turned into 
salt. 1 8 a 

The Israelites never saw Egypt, Prof. 
Haupt declared, and he proceeded to demol- 
ish many of the historical traditions of the 
Hebrew race. It was the Edomites who.were 
in Egypt, he said, and they were the de- 
scendants of Esau, son of Abfaham by his 
bond woman, an progenitors of the Israel- 
ites. 

The famous burning bush was easy of ex- 
planation, he declared. Upon the heights of 
a volcano, around the crater, grows shrub- 
bery. When a volcano is active a cloud of 
steam hovers over it, which is given by night 
a red cast reflected from the volcanic fire, 
This glow would be in turn reflected upon the 
shrubbery and give the appearance of a burn- 
ing bush.

Discharged Policemen Can 
Collect No Back Pay. 


handed down from Its heights of wisdom and 
authority eighty-eight opinions yesterday. 
Civil and crimina) suits were settled, 6500 000 
saved to the city of Chicago in back pay of 
discharged policemen, the right of mercan- 
tile firms to obstruct sidewalks with skids 
upheld, and, most important of all, the pres- 
ent act regulating the assignment of wages 
to loan sharks destroyed as “ unconstitu- 
tional.“ 

The blow to those who are conducting the 
warfare against the sharks is tempered 
only, by the fact that down at Springfield is 
a bill designed to knock the daylights out 
of the money lenders by other means. Yes- 
terday’s decision will effect it only in necessi- 
tating the change of a few words. 

This arises from the fact that the Supreme 
court seems to be of the opinion that there is 
a difference between wages and “‘salary,”’ 
and that while the assignment of the former 
may be regulated by the ſegislature the man 
who earns the latter has an inalienable right 
to assign his future earnings as he pleases. 
Two of the justices, however, express in a 
special concurring opinion the idea that even 
the wage earner has the constitutional right 
to sign away his pay without the formalities 
prescribed by the legislature. 


Questign of Income’s Size. 


The statute is unconstitutionai,”’ says the 
court. because it abridges the right of men 
earning the highest salaries to assign or 
transfer their salaries in such manner as they 
see fit, there being nothing in the public policy 
of the state requiring or warranting the 
abridgement of their right to dispose of their 
salaries, and nothing requiring or warrant- 
ing a statute giving such men the benefit that 
might with entire propriety be given the 
wage earners by an act in relation to as- 
signment of wages. 

This is the second decision handed down 
by the Supreme court in the test case of 
Perry J. Massie against Charles E. Cessna. 
The first was rendered Oct. 26, 1908, holding 
the act class legislation. M. B. Wellington 
of the Legal Aid society, which organization 
is deeply interested in the shark ” fisheries, 
petitioned for a rehearing. The rehearing 
was granted, but without avail, as was shown 
by the high court's decision. 

The new bill seeks to make void any per- 
sonal property or salary or wages loan in 
which the rate of interest charged is more 
than 4 per cent a month. As the rates now 


it is expected this will practically kill the 
business. It also provides that the lender 
must give the borrower when the loan is 
‘made a memorandum setting forth the rate 
of interest, the amount of the loan, the time 
at which it was made, the date of payment, 
and the law in full. If this is furnished and 
shows a rate of interest of moré than 4 per 
cent the borrower may demand back all pa- 
pers he has given, including any security, 
and the lender forfeits the loan and interest. 
2 6 is not furnished the lender is liable crim- 
nally. 


Blow to Ex-Policemen’s Hopes. 


The hopes of forty-two policemen that they 
might get back on the force and collect from 
the ci! y some $509,000 in back pay faded away 
when they heard that the Supreme court had 
decided against John Schultheis, who was 
discharged in 1808. This group of cases has 
been in litigation for six years. The attor- 
neys of the policemen, each of whom has twb 
cases, have declared their intention of car- 
rying the cases to the Supreme court of the 
United States, but after six years of vain 
endeavor the prospect does not look bright 
to the policemen. 

A new lease of life was given the omni- 
present irrepressible skids by the holding of 
the eourt that the city did not have the

Basements as Living Rooms. 

Under the revised ordinance no new base- 
ments can de use for living purposes which 
are not eight feet six inches high and which 
do not have ample light and ventilation. A 
window is required in every room and at 
front and rear. Not over half the height can 
be below the ground level. Windows cannot 
open directly on to a sidewalk, but must be 
back at least three feet. 

Basements must be built of material which 
is proof against damp, and insufficiently 
drained basements cannot be used for resi- 
dence purposes. 


Some latitude is allowed in buildings al- 


ready constructed, but no person is allowed 
to live in any basement which is not at least 
seven feet six inches high, or which is more 
than four feet eight inches below ground. 
Windows are required in every room, and at 
least 15 per cent of the floor wall space must 
be windows. These provisions, according to 
R. L. Melendy, secretary of the City Homes 
association, will eliminate the worst base- 
ment homes. .

STEWART’S BUSY LIFE AT END 


Nevada’s Mighty Man Dies in 
Washingtor at Age of 82. 


SOLDIER OF FORTUNE EVER. 


Politics, Romance, Vim and Fight, 
Marked Ex-Senator’s Career. 


Washington, U C., April 23.—Former 
United States Senator William M. Stewart of 
Nevada died at the Georgetown hospital to- 
day, following an operation. The body will 
be taken to Nevada on Sunday. 

Mr. Stewart had been at the hospital since 
March 30. On March 31 he underwent an 
operation, the nature of which the physicians 
have not made public. About a week ago 
his condition became worse and he sank 
steadily until this morning, when at 7:05 
o'clock he passed away. 


* 
LIFE OF ACTIVITY. 


William M. Stewart, farmer boy, Yale stu- 
dent, forty-niner, lawyer, United States sen- 
ator, had led a life of wonderful activity. 

He figured prominently in the affairs of 
the nation for over fifty years. He entered 
the United States senate while the armies of 
the north and south still were lined in battle 
array, and was one of the men who called 
Vice President Andrew Johnson out of bed 
to take the oath of office the morning Lincoln 
died, was one of the last survivors of those 
who sat at the impeachment trial of Andrew 
Johnson, and was a leader in the silver de- 
bate which preceded the crime of 73.“ 


Caught Gold Fever While at Yale. 

He was born in Lyons, N. Y., Aug. 9, 1827, 
and was studying at Yale when he caught 
the gold fever in 1849. He arrived in San 
Francisco in May, 1850, accumulated a few 
thousands in as many months, and spent the 


the bar in 1852, was made district attorney 
the same year, and two years later became 
attorney general of California. He moved 
to Virginia City, Nev., in 1860, and there he 
got his first big fortune through the Com- 
stock lode. 

He had in the meantime become the best 
mining lawyer in the country. Three years 
after he became a resident of the state he 
wae sent to Washington as one of Nevada's 
senators. 


Loses Fortune While in Senate. 

While he was attorney general of Califor- 
nia he lived up what he had made out of min- 
ing and during his first twelve years in the 
senate his ‘Washington expenses and his in- 
ability to give personal attention to his Ne- 
vada interests cost him another fortune. He 
went back to Nevada in 1875 with little be- 
sides his law books, and before long his inti- 
mate knowledge of mining and his tireless 
energy. which left men half his age far 
behind him, won him another fortune. 

In 1887, when Mr. Stewart again became 
a candidate for United States senator, it 
seemed impossible that he could be elected 
from the silver state ef Nevada in the face 
of his fellows to prevent the demonetization 
of silver in 1873. But his twenty-hours-a-day 
campaigning,. during which he managed to 
tell every voter in Nevada that the crime“ 
in the senate was committed by John Sher- 
man during his absente, overcame ail obsta- 
cles, a Republican legislature was elected 
and. Mr. Stewart went baek to live in 
Stewart Castle at Washington. 

Senator Stewart supported Bryan in the 
campaign of 18086 and again in 1900, but 
after that he withdrew from the Democratic 
party and once more associated himself with 
the Republicans. 

When he left the senate in 1906 he again 
was broke.“ Out in Nevada the 78 year 
old man procured a rig and four mules and 
started over the desert for the newest mining 
camp, Bullfrog, where he pitched a tent with 
other prospectors, and in addition to picking 
up a gold claim here and there began to 
gather in fees of from $1,000 to 510,000 as a 
mining lawyer. Thus he again recouped

LOWER RATES DEMANDED 


Dolliver Satisfied with Stocking 
Schedule, but Sees No Revi- 
sion Downward. P 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—The first 
reading of the tariff bill for consideration 
of committee amendments was concluded 
when the senate adjourned today. Accord. 
ing to an agreement made when the reading 
was begun every paragraph will be subject 
to amendment when it is taken up for final 
consideration next Monday. While the whole 
measure is thus subject to further revision, 
all concede that substantial progress has 
been made. There will be no return to 
many of the schedules. 

There was comparatively little debaté on 
the measure today, as Senator Aldrich post- 
poned replying to many questions asked of 
him in order to hasten the conclusion of the 
reading of the measure, saying he would 
make full explanations when the various 
amendments receive final consideration. 
Many provisions, including the wood pulp 
and wool schedules, were passed over today 
on specific objection. 

The paragraphs relating to cotton hosiery 
and leather gloves were passed over at the 
request of senators who desire to submit re- 
m@grks or interrogatories concerning them. 
Senator Jones of Washington objected to the 
passage of the hosiery section. He gave no 
intimation of being opposed to the commit- 
tee’s action but simply said he had received 
protests from people in his state concerning 
the hosiery tariff and asked that considera- 
tion of the section go over until he could in- 
vestigate it. 


Dolliver Asks About Hosiery. 


Senator Dolliver of Iowa took occasion to 
question Senator Aldrich as chairman of the 
finance committee concerning the lowering 
of hosiery duties as provided in the Payne 
bil. He mentioned the fact that testimony 
before the ways and means committee dis- 
closed a number of factories, especially in 
Philadelphia and vicinity, whose proprietors 
claimed they were undergoing hardships 
under the Dingley rates as the result of com- 
petition in Germany. Senator Dolliver want- 
ed to know on what theory the committee 
had left those people without adequate pro- 
tection. Senator Aldrich said he would make 
answer to the query at the proper time in 
consideration of the objected to paragraphs. 

Senator Dolliver's attitude concerning the 
hosiery schedules as fixed by the senate com- 
mittee cannot be said to be inimical, al- 
though his question to Senator Aldrich might 
make it appear that he was entering a fight 
on behalf of the stocking manufacturers. As 
a matter of fact, the Iowa senator believes 
the duty on cotton hosiery as provided in the 
senate bill is the most equitable of any part 
of the cotton schedule. 


Sees No Revision Downward. 

There are other parts of the schedule to 
which Senator Dolliver strenuously objects 
on the ground that there appears to be not 
the sligh@ist pgetense of a revision down- 
ward, but on the other hand, some advances 
which he considers uncalled for. Therefdre 
to demonstrate his openly expressed theory 
that the finance committeé yielded to down- 
ward revision in such spots as public senti- 
ment made itself apparent, and hoisted the 
tariff on those parts.of the bill concerning 
which there were no protests from consum- 
ers, he will call attention to the inconsisten- 
cies of the committee in the speech which he 
proposes to make concerning the bill.

adjourned. 


SENATOR SMITH AIDS NEGRO. 


Michigan Statesman Successfully De- 
fends Unjustky Accused Colored 
Man in Police Court. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—Senator Win 
iam Alden Smith appeared in police court 
today and successfully defended Robert Pel- 
ham, a negro, formerly of Detroit, but now 
a clerk in the census office, on the charge of 
disorderly conduct. 

It appears that the defendant was attracted 
by a crowd which assembled near his home 
on account of the arrest of a negro woman. 
Pelham saw the policeman strike the woman 
with his club and in indignation took the 
names of several witnesses with the idea of 
seeing that the woman obtained justice. and 
was placed under arrest while „ doing. 
These witnesses were called in his own de- 
tense today. . 

In concluding the case Senator Smith made 
a fervent appeal for justice for the negro 
defendant which caused Judge Kimball ot 
the police court to ask the lawyer's name. 
The senator replied that his name was Smith, 
which was all the satisfaction the judge re- 
ceived until after the senator's departure.

Advisory Commission Acceptable. 

Senator Aldrich and some others who are 
opposed to the cotnmiesion idea say they have 
no objection to the creation of some sort of 
a permanent tariff body to act wholly in an 
advisory capacity. The experiment of mak- 
ing the census bureau permanent instead of 
having it recreated every ten years has 
been successful. It has resulted in the build- 
ing up of a force of experts who are particu- 
larly well qualified to deal with all sorts of 
census figures, and it has been shown that 
a great many investigations of this kind can 
be profitably continued in between the dig 
population enumefations. In the same way 
it is hoped that a permanent tariff commis- 
sion not only might furnish material for 
actual revision from time to time, but might 
be able to produce statistics which would in- 
dicate when such revision became necessary. 

According to the idea of Senator Aldrich, 
as expressed to several friends of the com- 
mission plan, all that would be necessary 
would be to take the heads of various bureaus 
in the treasury department, including of 
course the customs service, und join to them 
the chief of the bureau of statistics, the 
director of the census, the commissioner of 
labor, the chief of the bureau of manufac- 
tures, a representative of the consular serv- 
ice, and some others who are now appealed 
to for information, but who usually give it 
individually and without much regard to any 
general plan. 


Could Find Cost of Production. 

There is one thing which such.a commission 
could do with great success, and it is a thing 
which always is neglected in the creation of 3 
tariff bill. That is to say, no accurate infor- 
mation ever is furnished to anybody as to the 
actual cost of production of any given article 
at home and abroad. What ought to be the 
foundation stone of a tariff is lost sight of en- 
tirely, and probably for good reasons. 

When the time comes around for the mak- 
ing of a tariff the ways and means committee 
in the house and the finance committee in the 
senate go through the form of holding public 
hearings. Practically all of the wifnesses are 
interested manufacturers. Little or no at- 
tempt is made to controvert their testimony. 
They say they must have so much tariff or go 
out of business. There is in the nature of 
things no practical effort made by either of 
the big committees to determine exactly 
what the cost of production is. : 

It would be impossible for any congres- 
sional committee on short notice to arrive at 
such a conclusion in regard to every article 
in the tariff bill. The greatest dangers and 
the greatest inequalities of every tariff come 
from the possibility of fixing a rate which is 
largely in excess of the protection to which 
the manufacturer and laborer are alike en- 
titled. Congress seldom or ‘never has any 
information of this character which is really 
up to date and which is at all reliable or 
which could be received in a court of justice 


| without scrutiny. 


Genuine Basis of Protection. 

A permanent tariff commission, if proper- 
ly conducted, might be able to prepare 
schedules of articles showing the actual cost 
of production so far as it can be determined, 
and this would be supplemented by investiga- 
tions abroad as to labor and economic con- 
ditions generally, so there might be a genu- 
ine bakis of protection. Such tables nat- 
urally would be changed with great fre- 
quency, but if the work were properly done 
they would be appealed to in congress and 
by the executive to show that changed con- 
ditions had made the tariff unequal and un- 
just, so that it ought to be revised. 

With such tables congress might be justi- 
fied in changing the tariff piecemeal from 
time to time, according as the report of the 
commission showed necessity for it. To this 
extent the commission, even if composed only 
of government officials, might be a valuable 
assistance to congress, provided only that 
congress would pay any attention to its 
findings, which, unfortunately, is something 
more than doubtful.

ADMIRALS GIVE ADVICE. 


of Experiences in Their 
Cruises. 


Washington, D. C. April 23.—[Special.J— 
Senator Root today opened the sessions of 
the American Society of International Law, 
discussing as president of the society ‘‘ The 
Relation Between the Jurisdiction of Na- 
tional Courts and International Arbitration.” 

Preliminary to his formal address Senator 
Root discussed briefly the diplomatic re- 
lations which had existed hetween the United 
States and Great Britain, and the develop- 
ments of the cases during the last year. 

He referred to the fisheries question, and 
then In reviewing the twen ty-four arbitration 
treaties negotiated betweeh the United 
States and other powers, he adverted to our 
relations with Venezuela and to “ the singu- 
lar individual who has occupied the chair of 
president of Venezuela for several years.” 


Justice Only Issue at Stake. 

Senator Root argued that in international 
controversy the only question is, What is 
just in. this ease?“ Sovereigns and presi- 
dents, ministers and department officers are 
not insulted by a provision for a court to 
ascertain what is just, he added, because 
the common sense of justice recognizes that 
their relation to the questions which arise 
between the government which they conduct, 
and others, ts such that they cannot well be 
Impartial.“ The statement was made that 
the same rule could not be ignored in arriv- 
ing at what is just in an international case. 

Circumstances, such as the general state 
of feeling, the resources of the country, and 
the political importance of the issue, were 
cited to show how impartial international 
decisions might be difficult to obtain without 
arbitral tribunals. 

It recourse to arbitration is a reflection 
upon national courts,“ he said, the people 


tuse. Nowhere in the world, surely, is great- 
er honor paid to the courts of justice, yet 
we have embodied in the fundamental law 
which binds our states together a recognition 
of the lability of courts to be affected by 
local sentiment, prejudice, and pressure.“ 


High Cost of Arbitration. 

Former Secretary of State Foster said that 
small nations would be at a disadvantage in 
arbitration cases on account of the expense.

TRACTION MAN HEARD. 


| Manager of Interborough Sys- 
tem Says the Plan Is Im- 
practicable. 


New York, April 23.—[(Special.]—One hun- 
dred and fifty women, members of the Wom- 
en's Municipal league, crowded the hearing 
rdom of the public service commission this 
afternoon to press their advocacy of sep- 
arate cars for women on subway trains. They 
were headed by the chairman of the tommit- 
tee of fifty of the league on subway matters, 
Mrs. F. W. Longfellow of Riverdale and 
Leonard E. Opdyck, a lawyer who has allied 
himself with the movement. 

The Equality league of self-supporting 
women, of which Mrs. H. 8. Blatch is presi- 
dent, did not appear i force as had been ex- 
pected, but sent a letter of protest to Com- 
missioner Eustice, who presided, which the 
commissioner noted with the remark that 
as the hearing was for the introduction of evi- 
dence no communications by mail could be 
admitted. 

Mr. Opdyck took charge of the proceedings 
for the women who want separate cars and 
called Mrs. Longfellow as the first witness. 
She said General Manager Hedley, through 
his secretary, had replied to her committee 
that the plan had been considered and had 
been abandoned because of operating diffi- 
culties, among which was the fact women 
could not be loaded as easily as men.“ 


Says Plan Is Impracticable. 

Other witnesses were called to tell about 
their unpleasant experiences in subway 
crowds, then General Manager Hedley of 
the Interborough was heard. He seid the 
company had been convinced women’s cars 
were impracticable from an operating stand- 
point, as the separation of the sexes could 
not be accomplished to any large extent if 
they were installed. He said the Interbor- 
ough stood ready to carry out any order of 
the public service commission in the matter. 

Miss Elinore Deming of 18 West End ave- 
nue took the stand for the leaguers. She 
said her experience always had been that 
most men push and jam through the doors 
of subway trains in their effort to get what 
seats were left. 

I stand up nearly every day of my life 
from Ninety~sixth street to Fourteenth.“ 
said Miss Deming, and the men who stand 
near me use both their hands to hold their 
newspapers, expecting me to support them 
going around the curves. It tires me nearly 
to death.”

Succumbs in Riding Club While Wait- 
ing for Elevator.

Collier, pubHsher of Collier's Weekly. 
dropped dead of apoplexy early this morning 
in the Riding club, where he had gone last 
night with several friends for dinner. 

Mr. Collier after the dinner had sat talking 
with the other members of his party for 
awhile and then went down to the riding 
floor a few moments, exhibiting some of his 
hunting horses. He did not a ride great 
while, however, and later went up to the 
balcony overlooking the floor and watched 
the other riders for a time. He and his 
party then went into one of the rooms on 
the second floor of the clubhouse and sat 
talking until after midnight, when it was de- 
cided to go home. 


Dies While Waiting for Blevator. 


Mr. Collier had reached the head of the 
stairs and was waiting for the elevator when 
he suddenly collapsed, sinking down against 
the wall to the floor. His friends and several

servant was sent across the street for Dr.

He 
came to this country with his parents, set- 
tling in Cincinnati. He finished his educa- 
tion at St. Mary’s academy in this city.

“Dr. Creamer of New York is the name 
ef the mysterlous stranger who has 
been barred from all parks in the National 
and American leagues as a result of the at- 
tempt to bribe Umpires Klem and John- 
stone at the time of the memorable Cubs- 
Giants deciding battle in New York last 
October. 

Notices to this effect, specifying “ Dr. 
Creamer ’’—without first name or initials— 
have been sent to the respective magnates 
by the presidents of the National and Amer- 
jean leagues. It was this case which caused 
the furore at the National league meeting 
in New York last December when the mag- 
mates, after apparently wasting two days 
doing nothing, made their theatrical an- 


nmouncement, but put their fingers to their 


lips all winter whenever asked for the name 
of the alleged culprit. 

Then the Nationa! league turned the affair 
ever to the national commission, which 
heard the affidavits of the umpires, and then 
handed out its-decision without making the 
name public, because an attempt to bribe 
in such an instance was not an indictable 
offense in New York. Newspaper men close- 
ly connected with baseball have known the 
mame in confidence for some time, but it has 
kept better than most secrets imparted in 


confidence. 6 


Alleged Offer to Klem. 

According to the story, Dr. Creamer sought 
for two days prior to the Cubs-Giants game 
to induce the umpires to throw the contest to 
the Giants, and is alleged to have offered 
$2,500 for the job, which later was raised to 
$3,000, itis said. According tothe statements 
made, the alleged briber on thé day of the 
me in question thrust a roll of bills into 
mpire Klem's hands as the latter was pre- 
baring to leave his dressing room under the 
dstand at the New York park to go upon 
6 field. The roll, which was refused, is sup- 
to have contained the amount pre- 
¥Yiously mentioned. Umpire Klem later re- 

ported the matter to the league officials.

CAREER IN NEW YORE. 

New Tork, April 23.—[Special.]—Dr. Joseph 
H. Creamer has been identified with various 
branches of sport for the last fifteen years. 
He was official physician at the Broadway 
and Lenox Athletic clubs in the days of the 
Horton boxing law, and examined many 
noted pugilists before they entered the ring. 
When boxing was killed here, Creamer 
turned his attention to cycle riders, pedes- 
trians, and contestants in the big six day 
races at Madison Square garden,

It is worth 
more, perhaps, just now to enlist the en- 
ergies of older citizens in support of tree 
planting projects. 


THE WEST IS HEARD FROM. 

It is refreshing to hear the voices of 
Republican senators raised in condemna- 
tion of the cotton, woolen, and glass 
schédules of the Dingley law, which are 
reproduced with only a few changes in 
the Payne and Aldrich bills. Where 
changes have been made they are for the 
worse. Senators Dolliver and Nelson are 
the representatives of the long suffering 
consumers of the country when they at: 
tack their schedules. They are demand- 
ing that the Republican party should be 
true to the pledge which Senator Aldrich 
and his colaborers are trying to nullify. 

That pledge was that the tariff duties, 
many of which are notoriously prohibit- 
ive, should be revised so that the rates 
should not exceed the difference in cost 
of production in this country and abroad. 
The Payne and Aldrich bills are con- 
temptuously disregardful of that pledge 
in one schedule after another. The lower 
duties which would have produced reve- 
nue, benefited consumers, and given rea- 
sonable protection have been rejected for 
duties which would yield little revenue 
and give excessive protection. 

It was high time for some Republican 
senator to remind his colleagues why the 
special session was called. As Senator 
Dolliver says, it was not called “to in- 
crease the tariff. There was no call to 
let the tariff remain where it is. We are 
here for the purpose of reducing it wher- 
ever it can be done without sacrificing 
American industry.” It can be done in 
scores of instances: to the great relief of 
consumers. They know it, and every 
Republican senator or representative 
from a close state or district should seo 
the political danger involved in refusing 
relief to voters who know they are en- 
titled to it. 

Senator Dolliver says the woolen sched- 
ule has been “a bad advertisement for 
the Republican party.” So it has been. 
Men have charged up their inferior wool- 
en clothing to the account of that party. 
Nor is this the only schedule which has 
been a bad advertisement for it. Con- 
gress was convened for the purpose of 
calling in that bad advertising matter, 
and if it is not done there will be party 
disaster, as there was in 1890. Appar- 
ently it is hopeless to expect anything 
from eastern senators. There ought to 
be enough western senators, following the 
lead of Senators Nelson and Dolliver, to 
checkmate the attempt to eubstitute an 
upward for a downward revision of in- 
defensible duties. Senator Cullom shouid 
be among them. 


REMOVE THE MURDERER. 

Perhaps the statements as to the num- 
ber of Armenian and other Christians 
who have been massacred in Turkey in 
Asia during the last ten days are a little 
exaggerated. Even if they are—and it is 
to be hoped they are—not for many years 
bas Mohammedan ferocity done such 
bloody work. Whole communities of in- 
offensive, industrious Christians have been 
blotted out by Mohammedans animated 
by religious fanaticism combined some- 
times with greed for plunder. 

The explanation of this sudden out- 
burst of unprovoked savagery in regions 
where for years men professing different 
religious faiths have dwelt together in 
comparative harmony is simple. It is 
part and parcel of the revolution in Con- 
stantinople two weeks ago. The arch 
intriguer and worker of evil whose agents 
stirred to mutiny the garrison of Constan- 
tinople by persuading the soldiers that 
the Mohammedan religion was in danger 
incited through other agents the massa- 
eres in Asia Minor. That worker of evil 
in the sultan, who fancied that he could 
direct the storm and ride back into power 
on the whirlwind. He has failed in his 
main object. The Young Turks have the 
situation well in hand and apparently 
can do what they please with him. They 
cannot, however, suddenly drive back to 
their kennels the bloodhounds he let loose 
in Asia. 

What will they do with Abdul Hamid? 
Missionaries usually ere forgiving, but 
one of them says of the sultan, His 
death would be welcome to all the mis- 
sionaries.” His deposition and close con- 
finement ought to answer as well. Cer- 
tainly he ought to be put where he can 
do mo more mischief. As the same mig- 
sionary says, “ Not a Christian in Turkey 
trusts him, and few of his own people, 
either.” Cromwell's soldiers called 
Charles I. the man of blood,” but Abdul 
Hamid answers the description much bet- 
ter. He is no more to be trusted than 
Charles was, and if he were to meet a 
similar fate there would be no Christian 
and few Mohammedan tears. 

TRIED BEFORE. 

State Representative Wilson, who has 
introduced a bill against trading in fu- 
tures, may go down to posterity as one 
who loved his fellowmen, but not as a 
legislative pioneer in this field. Trading 
in futures has been a target before. Per- 
haps our latest St. George rides a- tilt 
with his tongue in his cheek. Or he may 
not have acquainted himself with. the 
fate of such demonstrations in the past. 

Probably by this time Mr. Wilson has 
deen told that checking a flow of blood 
by plugging up a valve of the heart is 
somewhat more effectual than usually is 
desired. Gambling is deplorable, but not 
so deplorable as the results which would

In his disappointment Mr. Wilson may 
wring somé consolation from the know. 
edge that virtue by enactment was the 
generous dream of many a statesman and 
lawgiver before Mr. Wilson's arrival in 
the arena of world affairs For example, 
he might turn to th® constitution of 1780 
of the grand old commonwealth of Ver- 
mont, wherein it is ordained that “ che 
house of representatives of the freemen 
of this state shall consist of persons most 
noted for wisdom and virtue, to be chosen 
by ballot by the freemen of every town 
in this state respectively,” etc. 


THE RECALL. 

Speaker Shurtleff is so good a friend of 
Chicago legislation that when he suggests 
a doubt as to the wisdom of a particular 
provision it becomes a duty to explain 
to him the special local conditions which 
make it desirable. He does not believe in 
the recall. He does not think the people 
down state need it aud he knows they 
do not want it. Perhaps he believes that 
a love for novelties is the only reason for 
its appearance in one of the charter bills. 

If conditions were alike in Marengo 
and Chicago there would be no request for 
the recall. But while the citizens of 
Marengo do not complain of the multi- 
plicity of elections those of Chicago do. 
They believe there is such a thing as a 
too frequent resort to the ballot box. 
That is why they gave their mayor a four 
year instead of a two year term, and it 
explains why they wish their aldermen 
to serve for four years instead of two. 
It will save money—a Chicago election is 
a costly affair nowadays—and will save 
much time for voters. 

But the longer term should have a 
string tied to it. There should be pro- 
vision for getting rid of a worthless city 
father before the end of his term. If an 
alderman can be convicted of some crime, 
out he goes, but there would be no way 
of ousting a man whose bad persona! hab- 
its or whose gross neglect of duty had 
made him offensive to his constituents if 
it were not for the recall. It might not 
be necessary to use it once in a decade. 
The knowledge that it could be resorted 
to would help to keep aldermen straight. 
They would feel that their tenure of office 
depended on good behavior. The city 
would have a better council. 

These are the reasons why the recall 
provision is in a charter bill, 

AN INEXCUSABLE CUSTOM. 

The editor of the Union Signal has 
written to the editor of THe TRIBUNRE 
concerning what is, in fact, an astonish- 
ing and inexcusable custom. We are so 
much in sympathy with this protest thet 
we publish it here in full, although the 
Daily Health Hints have already in- 
cluded a warning against this evil: 


Suffer a word of suggestion for the Daily 
Health Hints department: Last evening, at any 
time between the acts of the opera, from ten to 
twenty-five people could be found at each of the 
drinking water coolers awaiting turn to drink from 
the common glass. Presumably these people were 
all of the class that would resent the use of one 
drinking glass in the family circle! How much 
more repulsive, as well as dangerous, is the use of 
a public drinking cup! There is no more prolific 
source of contagion for certain diseases. If it 
is not possible for a theater management to fur- 
nish the individual paper cups that are now 
available, let us at least have them on sale ata 
small price, where people assemble for several 
hours of entertainment. Or, if no other alternative 
is possible, let each one carry his own drinking 
cup, as he now carries his pocket handkerchief. 


In an age when the knowledge of in- 
fection and the dissemination of disease 
is as great as it now is, there is no pos- 
sible excuse or palliation for this custom. 
To pass a cup from lip to lip should be 
forbidden in public places, and certainly 
no one would be willing to drink in this 
way if he had an adequate conception of 
the danger involved. The most loath- 
some and destructive of diseases not 
only may be but are constantly dissemi- 
nated in this way, as any competent and 
informed physician will assure the in- 
quirer. 

The custom should be checked by law 
and abolished by custom. It does not 
belong to a civilized community.

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OUNT GUIDO HENCKEL VON DON- 
NERSMARCK, whose marriage to 
Princess Anna of Sayn-Wittgenstein- 
Berleburg has just taken place at 
Munich, is the eldest son and heir of 

the colossally rich Prince Donnersmarck. 
Not yet 21 years of age, he is the offspring of 
Prince Donnersmarck’s second marriage. 
The prince's first wife was the notorious 
Blamche Lachmann, widow of the Portuguese 
marquis de Paiva. After her death he mar- 
ried Catherine Slepzwow, the divorced wife 
of that Mouravieff who died with such mys- 
terious suddenness last year as Russian am- 
bassador at Rome. 

Prince Donnersmarck, who is a man nearly 
80 years of age, possesses a more extensive 
acquaintance of French people prominent in 
the world of politics, letters, arts, and fash- 
lon than any other Prussian nobleman, and 
on this account the kaiser has sometimes 
availed hichself of his services to convey 
views and impressions to the French people 
which could not be imparted through official 
channels. This was notably the case at the 
time of the Morocco imbroglio, some three 
years ago. Prince Donnersmarck, who de- 
rives his enormous wealth from mines in 
Silesia, was the devoted friend and ally of 
Prince Bismarck until his death, and is popu- 
larly understood to have furnished the finan- 
cial backing of that Hamburg newspaper, 
which enabled the ex-chancellor to speak 
from his retirement to the German people. 
Emperor William, far from resenting this 
loyalty, seemed to honor him the more for it, 
and about a year or so after the old chan- 
cellor’s death raised Count Henckel, as he 
was then, to the rank of Prince Donners- 
marck. 

Princess Anna Wittgenstein is more than 
four years older than her husband, but is a 
remarkably lovely girl, having inherited her 
beauty from her mother, who as Julie Caval- 
canti d’Albuquerque de Villeneuve was 
twenty-five years ago one of the most famous 
beauties in Europe. 


> 

The Sayn-Wittgensteins are one of the 
grandest houses of the mediatized nohjlity, 
retaining as such the right of mating on a 
footing of equality with royalty, and are 
equally at home in Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Russia, and France. One of them was 
the wife of the German chancellor, the late 
Prince Clovis Hohenlohe, whose memoirs 
made such a stir when they appeared last 
year. Another Princess Wittgenstein is the 
widow of Prince Constantine Hohenlohe, 
who for more than thirty years was grand 
master of the court of Vienna, and whose 
son, Godfrey, is married to Archduchess 
Marie Antoinette of Austria. 

Then there is Princess Eleanor Sayn-Witt- 
genstein, wife of Prince Otho, and a member 
of the Sayn-Wittgenstein family by birth. 
Her mother was an Irish woman, having 
been the daughter of an Irish baronet, Sir 
George Pigott. There were all sorts of ob- 
stacles raised to Miss Pigott’s marriage, on 
the alleged inequality of her birth to that of 
her husband; but matters were finally satis- 
factorily adjusted on its being shown that she 
comprised a number of former kings of Ire- 
land among her ancestors, and this was con- 
sidered as qualifying her to mate with the 
house of Sayn-Wittgenstein. 

Probably the best known of all the princess- 
es of Sayn-Wittgenstein was that wonder- 
ful Princess Caroline, who was the Egeria 
of the Abbé Liszt, and the cause of his seek- 
ing refuge in holy orders. It may be recalled 
that when Princess Caroline obtained a di- 
vorce from her hushand, she expressed her 
readiness and wish to marry Liszt. Finding 
his troth plighted, not only by his promises 
to her, but also to Countess d’Agoult, the 
mother of his two daughters, Mme. Richard 
Wagner and the late Mme. Emile Ollivier, he 
was in a terrible quandary, and had recourse 
to the advice of his good friend and patron, 
Cardinal Hohenlohe. The latter, who pos- 
sessed great pride of birth, and was unwilling 
that his kinswoman should render herself 
guity of what was in his eyes a frightful 
mesalllance, recommended Liszt to enterthe 
church, and to thus extricate himself from 
such an embarrassing position. 

— 

Plus IX. lent himself to this maneuver. Al- 
though all the preparations had been made 
and invitations sent out for the wedding at 
Rome on Oct. 22, 1861, that is to say, 
Liszt’s birthday, at the last moment a papal 
order was received postponing the ceremony, 
on the plea that the holy father wished to 
reconsider the permission which he had given 
for the marriage. A few days afterwards 
Liszt took holy orders. The princess was at 
first terribly imbittered and cruelly disap- 
pointed, but finally became reconciled to the 
matter, and remained the great artist's 
closest friend, confidante, and companion for 
the remainder of his life, only surviving him 
a few months. 

The matriarch of the entire Wittgenstein 
family is that wonderful old Princess 
Leonille Wittgenstein who, a member of the 
princely house of Bariatinski by birth, still 
lives in a beautiful villa, near Lausanne, on 
the shores of the lake of Geneva, in the full 
enjoyment of all her mental faculties at the 
age of 94. Asa little girl of 10 she witnessed 
the insurrection at St. Petersburg which sig- 
nalized the advent of Nicholas I. to the 
throne. Five years later she was present at 
Paris at the revolution which drove King 
Charles X. into exile and placed King Louls 
Philippe on the French throne. 

The Berlin revolution of 1848, which was 
attended by so much bloodshed, and when the 
populace forced King Frederick William IV. 
to salute re headed the corpses of those 
of the mob who had been shot down by his 
soldiers, found the princess in the Prussian 
capital, while as was to be expected she was 
in Paris on the outbreak of the war with 
Germany in 1870. She was a particularly 
intimate friend of the late Empress Augusta, 
and her memoirs, published a couple of years 
ago, giving most interesting reminiscences of 
the courts of St. Petersburg, of Berlin: of the 
vatican, of Vienna, and of the Tuileries, shed 
an altogether new and remarkable light on 
the réle played by Empress Augusta during 
the war of 1870, in endeavoring to bring about 
the restoration of peace. 

a 

Charles Lister, who has been figuring 
prominently in the cable dispatches as the 
leader of the Socialist party at the University 
of Oxford, a party numbering some 200 under- 
graduates, mostly young men of birth and 
position, is not, as has been Stated, the son 
of Lord Lister, but of Lord Ribhlesdale, and 
destined on the death of his father to suc- 
ceed to the latter’s seat in the house of lords, 
and to the ancestral acres, especially those 
around the family seat, Gisborne Park, near 
Clitheroe, which has been the home of his 
forbeare for more than 500 years. The man- 
sion, which stands at the meeting of the 
rivers Ribble and Stockbeck, is a gray, solid 
dwelling, built nearly 400 years ago, of stone 
from the Yorkshire fells. In the eighteenth 
century a party of French plasterers were 
brought from Paris to Gisborne Park by the 
Lister of his day, and worked for a year or 
more at the plastering afd decoration of the 
house. They were so well treated by the lord 
left they 
adorned the entire wall of the principal stair- 
case with figures in lifesize, half relief, in 
which the members of the family, as they 
then consisted, were represented as reading, 
writing, playing the lute, playing bowls, 
training flowers, and other such occupations. 

Charles Lister’s eldest brother lost his 
life some years ago fighting the dervishes in 
Somaliland; and his mother is a sister.of Mrs. 
Asquith, wife of the premier, and, like her, in- 
herited a considerable fortune from her 
father, the late Sir Charles Tennant, a 
colossally rich chemical manufacturer. 

Young Lister, who attained his majority 
only last year, attracted a- considerahle 
amount of attention some three or four years 
ago, when, on emerging from Eton, he wrote 
to the leading London newspapers to convey 
to the world the assurance that he was an 
ardent Socialist by conviction, and that he 
was firmly convinced of the evils of leaving 
the land in the hands of the aristocracy. 

>. 

While there is little prospect of Charles 
Lister putting his Socialist principles into ex- 
ecution when he succeeds to his father’s ex- 
tensive estates, by disposing of the latter, 
it cannot be denied that the aristocracy are 
the principal lords of the soil in England. 
For, according to Lord Carrington, who rep- 
resents agriculture in the Asquith cabinet. 
nearly one-third of the land of England is 
owned by members of the house of lords. 
And, although both Irish and Scotch land- 
lords have been subjected to no end of abuse 
owing to their treatment of their tenants, and 
in connection with their alleged indifference 
to public weal, the managenfent exercised by 
the members of the house of lords of their

Criticises the Wheel Tax. 

Chicago, April 22.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. IIn considering the wheel tax, a little 
careful thought and investigation on the 
part of legislators will disclose the fact that 
hundreds of automobile owners are paying 
$20 a year on cars they could not sell for 
more than $150. There are many of these old 
single cylinder cars that have been cast 
aside by the wealthier class who are able 
from year to year to buy later models and 
more elaborate cars. ’ 

These old cars have fallen into the hands of 
people who can afford to own them the same 
as they might own an old horse and buggy, 
by caring for them and repairing them them- 
selves, and by using them only during the 
summer months on Saturday afternoons, 
holidays, and Sundays to give their families 
a little outing. 

Most of these old single cylifder cars are 
provided with a tonneau. Therefore the 
tax is $20, which is almost equal to an entire 
season’s operating expense as they are used. 
There seems to be neither justice nor equity 
in taxing a man $20 a year for owning a car 
which he could not sell for over $150 to $200 
and at the same time require him to include 
it in his personal property schedule to be 
taxed again.

Street Car’s Semi-Centennial. 
Chicago, April 23.—[Editor o e Tribune. } 
—Inhabitants of this city will have an op- 
portunity on next Sunday to celebrate the 


lapse of half a century since the first street 


car trip was made in Chicago. It was on 
Monday, April 25, 1859, that Chicago's first 
car made its first journey in State street 
from Randolph to Twelfth street. 

That was a highly important event, the 
best modes of travel previously having been 
by omnibus, hack, buggy, and horseback— 
except the sleigh in the winter time. Since 
then the growth of internal transportation 
has been wonderful. 

We have changed from horse power, 
through the cable, tq electricity; our surface 
lines have been extended to take in the vastly 
increased area of the city; we have over- 
head travel by several elevated lines, and 
now it is proposed to extend car lines into 
a vast system of subways below what, half 
a century ago, was thought to be the lowest 
possible drainage level. Truly, the wonder- 
ful growth of Chicago presents no more 
startling a feature than the increase in facili- 
ties for traveling from one part of the city 
to another.

Ada was repeated at the Auditorium 
last evening and was listened to by an 
audience which practically filled the house. 
Some of the boxes were unoccupied and 
a few seats at the rear of the main floor 
and in the balcony were vacant, but the au- 
dience was nevertheless of splendid propor- 
tions. The production was the same sump- 
tuous one disclosed and admired the open- 
ing night of the engagement, Mr. Toscanini 
was again at the conductor’s desk, and gave 
a reading of the Verdi score which was of 
superlative beauty, finesse, and effectiveness, 
the chorus was as excellent as usual, and 
the stage management in all ways praise 
meriting. 

The cast, however, contained several new 
principals.

Martin assumed the role of Rhadames. Mme.

Thus were the three principal 
roles in the hands of singers not heard in the 
previous performance. Mr. Amato was again 
the Amonasro, and although showing traces 
of vocal weariness after the strenuous work 
he has done during the engagement, still 
gave a powerful and highly artistic por- 
trayal of the Ethiopian monarch. Mr. Didur 
was the Ranfis and Mr. Rossi the King.

Mr. Martin added new laurels to those he 
already has won here this season. He ac- 
complished a feat which has not been ac- 
complished in the Auditorium in opera in 
many years—he sang “ Ada and 
had the first two phrases absolutely in tune. 
The exacting aria was given with a cer- 
tainty, a fineness in phrasing, and a tonal 
splendor that made it one of the big mo- 
ments of the evening and but further con- 
firmed the conviction of the young man’s 
coming eminence among the ablest operatic 
tenors of the day. And as he began so he 
throughout the evening. The voice 
was as fresh and clear in every tone sung 
as though it had not been used in Pinkerton 
only the day before, and in every phrase 
there were tonal solidity, unfailing precision 
in tone attack, smoothness and ease in pro- 
duction, and exceptional beauty of quality.

Mme. Rappold scored distinct success as 
Aida. She made a beautiful slave girl, her 
costume being in excellent taste, and her 
makeup admirable. Her voice has always 
been one of great purity and clarity and 
the Aida music fits it finely. She is never an 
impassioned singer, but she had deen care- 
fully taught all the effects to be obtained 
and she made them with the ease, the finish, 
and the skill that showed she had mastered 
all that had been asked of her. Her Ritor- 
na vincitor’’ was of great vocal beauty and 
her work in the third act calls for only the 
sincerest praise. 

Mme. Flahaut made an Amneris better to 
look at than to hear. She is a woman of 
stunning personal appearance, and she cos- 
tumed the part lavishly. Vocally the work 
done was uneven, owing to the fearful weak 
spot in the middle of the voice. There are 
top notes that are brilliant and telling, and 
there are extremely low tones that are of 
dark contralto quality, but all that is be- 
tween is hollow and weak. Whenever the 
music was high .or extremely low, Mme. 
Flahaut was able to make an effect, but un- 
fortunately most she has to sing lies in the 
middle register, and all of this was done 
weakly.

This afternoon Massenet's Manon ” wil! 
be given for the first time here in many years.

ROMANCE OF THRONELESS 
KINGS IN JOHN 
AYSCOUGH’S “DROMINA.” 


Discarded Royalty Parades Its 
Pretensions Through a Strange, 
Mystical Story. 


T is difficult to imagine why Mr. John Ays- 
cough. the author of a curious new novel, 
* DROMINA,” did not employ as a text 
Shakspeare’'s melancholy line: Come 
let us sit upon the ground and tell sad 
stories of the deaths of kings.“ Perhaps 
he may have considered it too obvious. At 
any rate, in his early nineteenth century 
story he has told the tale of a number of 
kings without fheir kingdoms—the last of the 
Stuarts, playing at churchcraft at Frascati; 
the beautiful remnants of Irish royalty, im- 
mured in their windy tower, ‘‘ Dromina”’; 
the lost Dauphin of the French, kinging it 
over a band of gypsy ryes; Pedro, king of the 
Spanish gypsies; a pathetic little boy em- 
peror, the offspring of four lines of deposed 
monarchs, ruling it over barbarians in a 
dreamful isle of the Caribbean sea; and, in- 
fluencing the tale to its culmination, another 
crownless king, Jesus of Nazareth, in defense 
of whose memory two of the pagan char- 
acters in the book go to their death. 

A good many persons die, first and last, in 
the 500 pages of the story, but it is not, after 
all, in the least depressing, partly because 
these people all know how to die well; and 
partly because the tale covers such a length 
of years that death becomes inevitable. Only 
the boy emperor, moved by forces set in mo- 
tion by a long line of proud and frustrate 
ancestors, is really pathetic, and even he had 
so anticipated a martyrdom that the realiza- 
tion of his expectations does not greatly 
grieve the reader. Perhaps, too, none of the 
characters are really convincing, and that 
the reason the reader does not suffer with 
them is because they live but dimly before 
his inner vision, like the figures in a dim old 
frieze, or a moth eaten tapestry. But they 
are not the less interesting for that. They 
have, indeed, the peculiar loveliness that b 
longs to old things. ; 

The dedication is to George Meredith, and 
fit easily is conceivable that the venerable 
Meredith will feel gratified at his tribute 
from a writer who is undeniably the posses- 
sor of a distinguished style, and whose 
knowledge of curious things and instinct for 
extraordinary people make him something 
“rare and strange in a world which 
threatens constantly to make itself hack- 
neyed. . 

For a long time it seems as if the book had 
no focus whatever. As character after char- 
acter is summoned to appear, each strongly 
and strangely characterized, and as the tale 
flows on with a large inconsequence, the 
reader begins to weary. Then it dawns upon 
the reader, slowly and beautifully, that in 
the little emperor, whose authority was al- 
most as brief as the flash of a meteor, there 
Was effected a spiritual culmination. He 
posse the qualities which should belong 
to kinghood. He was the materialization 
of the dreams of many kingly ancestors. He 
realized their ideals, and so passed, as dreams 
‘and ideals inevitably must pass. And the 

. spirit that dominated him and was made to 
touch the lives of all about him was the 
spirit of the wandering king, above whose 
Martyred body hung the mocking legend: 
Jesus of Nazareth, king of the Jews.” 

I think that is what the book means, but 
I am quite humble in offering this explana- 
tion. Of this much I am sure, the story is 
the achievement of a superior workman and 
a dreamer of baffling and haunting dreams. 
(Putnams.)

cincts. It is a book such as Mr. Arthur 

Machen, that literary painter of Plutonian 

vestibules, is sure to admire; Mr. Arthur 

Symonds may condescend to be considerably 

amured also. And its glamour of experience, 

initiation, beauty, ardor, and mystery may 

Provoke many a more judicious mind than 

Possessed by these famous esthetes into a 
transient enthusiasm for it. It is quite dry 

and wonderful literary champagne—but after 
all. what goes stale so soon? Already as I 

note the name of the publisher (Duffield) the 
glitter and charm of it seems gone, and there 
is only the memory of a brief hour of heady 
pleasure left. 

As for tomorrow morning—

LIFE RECREATED BY MR. 
CHATFIELD-TAYLOR. 

His Novel, Fame's Pathway,” 


the Story of Moliere’s Youth and 
Love. 1 


o MATTER how respectable one may 
be, or how cautiously one may keep 
to his fireside, there lurks in him 
somewhere a touch of the vagabond. 
The song of the open road, and the call 

of free adventure are things not easily re- 
sisted, even by folk who know when their 
taxes come due—and pay them—and who 
keep pew rent on their conscience, and a 
scrupulous balance at the bank. The greater 
portion of mankind, however, takes its 
vagrancy in a sympathetic form, through the 
medium of printed romance; and of all forms 
of the wanderer's tale, none is more fas- 
cinating than that of the player's troupe. 
What more charming than Gautier's Thes- 
pian Wain” in that classic of the disreput- 
ables, ‘‘ Captaine Fracasse, when the har- 
ried troupe of actors, wet, cold, hungry, and 
astray, stumbled upon the lonely chateau of 
the Baron Sigognac. 

I can offer you only the empty dishes 
for a repast, sald the baron to his guests. 
My larder contains not enough for the sup- 
per ot a mouse. I live here in solitude, receiv- 
ing no guests; and you can see without my 
telling you that prosperity is not a fellow 
inmate of this house.“ 

„That matters not,“ said the chief of the 
actors, although on the stage we sit down 
to pasteboard chickens and wooden bottles 
of wine, for everyday use we take care to have 
a good supply of more substantial viands. 
These hollow meats and imaginary beverages 
would disagree badly with our stomachs, and 
in my office, as commissary of the troupe, I 
have always in reserve such things as a leg 
of bacon, a venison pasty, or a loin of veal, 
together with a dozen of Bordeaux and 
Cahors.“ 

And so the ladies set the table, and baron 
and vagabonds ate together before the 
brushwood fire, while the black night lay 
over the plain and the storm whistled around 
ruined gables. 

Now that's romance for you, isn't it? That's 
worth writing. No doubt Gautier often 
sighed because he could not find. another 
book as interesting as the one he had written.

All this.is a preface to saying that 
Mr. Hobert Chatfield-Taylor, in writing 
“FAME'S PATHWAY,” his new novel, in 
which the young Moliére figures as the hero, 
Was possessed by an impulse similar to that 
which moved the masters who have been 


mentioned. From first to last he keeps his, 


reader in the company of a vagrant company 
of actors, who quarrel and kiss, hunger and 
gormandize in company, and whose miseries 
are mitigated by their occasional loyalty to 
each other, and by the spark of genius in 
them which will not let them, in spite of des- 
perate buffets of fortune, renounce the pro- 
fession they have espoused. 

Mr. Chatfield-Taylor appears to have pos- 
sessed himself completely of the life of Jean 
Baptiste Poquelin, yclept Moli@ére. He ap- 
pears to know him without and within. Or, 
if he has not recreated him—and upon this 
point the reviewer really is not qualified to 
speak—he has at least created a convincing, 
human, and paipitating creature, who will 
henceforth for those who read Fame’s 
Pathway” appear to be, indeed, the bona 
fide Mohére. 8 

The story is begun at a high emotienal 
point—too high, one is inclined to think. 
The reader is plunged into the midst of a 
love affair. at first sentence, of such com- 
pelling — that the effect upon the mind 
is almost one of dismay. It must have taken 
not a little courage on the author's part to 
have struck so vivid a theme at the outset; 
and there is no denying that it fairly takes the 
reader's breath away, as if he had plunged 
from the open air into a terribly overheated 
room. However, one does not need to read 
far into the book to perceive that this was 
done with deliberation—that it is all a part 
of the pen portrait of a pulsating and im- 
patient man whose life was to be made up of 
agitated moods and impulses—whose genius, 
growing within him, like some secret mon- 
ster, was to torment him till it had its way 
and secured domination over his spirit. 
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It is quite certain that everything in this 
world has to be paid for in one way or an- 
other, and vagabondage, it appears, pays a 
price every whit as high as does respecta- 
bility for its benefits. The companions of 
Moliére certainly paid. They are pathetic 
not only in their moments of bravery but in 
their poltroonery, too. And they are lovable 
to a degree—all save a few, who show viru- 
lent animosity. and are intended to appear in 
the light of contemptibles. in obtaining for 
these player foik this essential quality of 
lovableness, Mr. Chatfield-Taylor undeniably 
has scored a triumph. for he has achieved the 
result by purely objective methods. He has 
not endeavored to convince the reader 
will of the humanness of these 
worthy unWorthies. He hasnot talked about 
virtues which they did not possess, or called 
particular attention to those which really 
found their place in their scant list of beati- 
tudes. Whatever affection the reader feels 
for them, is the result of living with them 
through 400 pages of vicissitudes, and noting 
how they deport themselves. This is high 
praise, though.it may not seem to be so to 
one who never has endeavored to write fic- 
tion. 

With Madeleine Béjart, the director of 
Molteère's sentimental and artistic destinies, 
Mr. Chatfleld-Taylor deals tenderly. If he 
found in Moiiére’s character those contrasts 
and piquancies which enabled him to accom- 
plish/a bold piece of characterization, he had 
in Madeleine a creature whom he consistently 
could idealize. All women who love are 
mothers in the spiritual sense of the words; 
arid it may be questioned if they are ever so 
fiercely maternal for the children of their 
body a® for the men they love, in whom they 
perceive elements of the eternal child. Made- 
leine is as much mother as mistress to the 
cyclonic young lover, into the maelstrom of 
whose misfortunes she permitted herself to 


be dragged. 


It does not matter whether or not the 
author is justified in his supposition of the 
relations of Moliére and Madeleine. Their 
long comradeship certainly is undeniable; 
and Mr. Chatfield-Taylor has skillfully 
thrown into the situation the element of Mo- 
Here's nostalgia for innocence, which would 
account. psychologically, for his marriage 
with Madeleine's sister, who, during the 
period dpicted in Fame’s Pathway,” was no 
more than a babe. Moreover, so magnani- 
mous is Madeleine's character shown to have 
been that her bestowal upon this sister of 
her worldly possessions, as well as her sanc- 
tion to the marriage, is quite in keeping with 
the almost historic outlook which she had 
not only of the lives of others, but even 
of her own life. .It is seldom, indeed, that 
a woman of more intelligence and largeness 
of spirit has been delineated, and Mr. Chat- 
field-Taylor is to be congratulated quite as 
much upon his heroine as upon his hero. Nor 
has he been the only one to create a dignified 
and high souled heroine out of some wander- 
ing woman of the world of vagabonds. 
Where may one find a lovelier, more filusive. 
or self-sufficient heroine than “ Isopel 
Berners“ who mocked wild Lavengro ” of 
George Borrowed book of the latter name? 

In conclusion it may be said that Mr. Chat- 
field-Taylor’s style is nothing if not pic- 
torial, and to this the possession of a brilliant 
vocabulary conduces not a little. But these 
virtues carry with them qualities which, 
while they may not be faults, are at least lim- 
itations. The absence of repose is felt; and 
while in this particular book there are many 
excuses for the high tension, which is sus- 
tained: almost without interruptien, one 
ventures to suggest, as a fellow student of 
fiction, some moderation of tempo and a 
gentler attack—if ‘these musical terms may 
de permitted—in Mr. Chatfield-Taylor’s fu-

C. McClurg @ Co.) This is reaty 
one of the most important books on China 
which has appeared in recent years. It is de- 
cidedly of most charming interests albeit a 
portion of it has to do with that peculiarly 
tragic event, the Boxer outrage and the prac- 
tical imprisonment for a time of all the for- 
eign ambassadors at Peking. Mrs. Conger, 
the wife of the American minister, lived in 
Peking from 1895 to 1004, long enough to be- 
come intimately acquainted with Chinese afe 
fairs, and many of the most interesting and 
eminent Chinese people, especially with wom- 
en connected with families nearest te 
throne. No other foreign lady had ever re- 
ceived such takens of personal favor, and 
even of warmest friendship of that singularly 
powerful and seemingly inscrutable woman, 
the late empress dowager. 

Her imperial majesty’s forty-seven years’ 
reign proved the heart and mind quality 
which made a strong character such as his- 
tory has seldom recorded,“ says Mrs. Conger. 
She was 8 woman, and China's great 
men recognized and acknowledged the 
tact.“ And, @s Mrs. Conger remarks, the 
many conversations awarded her revealed 
much of the eoncealed force and value of 
China's women, 

The book is made up mostly of letters writ- 
ten by Mrs. Conger to relatives at home. 
While most of them were written from the 
American legation, Peking, others were writ- 
ten from the British legation during the ter- 
rible days of the siege. These letters are 
most vivid and realistic, and of course are 
of impressive interest. The numerous pho- 
tographic illustrations, particularly of many 
women and children, are surprisingly beau- 
tiful; so that one does not wonder that such 
a person as Mrs. Conger should have formed 
friendliest ang even affectionate relations 
with some of them. “ As nearly as we can, 
let us look from their standpoint, as well as 
from our own. It may be that we shall Ard 
lessons of value to our own living. Because 
I honestly wish to be a friend to the Chinese 
and to gain their friendship, ways have been 
bountifully and graciously opened to me that 
have never been opened before, I trust I 
may do npthing to disappoint these peopte, 
who now believe in my friendship. I some- 
times feel that I have touched the keynote 
to the rhythm of their real hearts. In one 
of her letters Mrs. Conger writes: 


Today Manchu women tiffened with us in 
our legation home. Our large table smiled 
a glad welcome in its dresgof beautiful flow- 
ers. Missionary women ably helped to enter- 
tain these princesses, wives of high officials, 
and members of their families who were our 
guests. These women are bright and enter- 
taining. Before we were seated I expressed 
good wishes for their imperial majesties, for 
China, and for her people. As soon as I had 
finished speaking a bright, educated woman, 
Mrs. Yu, without hesitation lifted her glass 
and said: May the great ruler of America, 
Minister and Mrs. Conger, and the women 
here present with us héve every blessing. 
May their lives be as the mountains which 
mever decay and their happiness as broad 
and deep as the sea; and may al! their under- 
takings proveauspicious. What woman,“ asks 
Mrs. Conger, could be more clever? Prob- 
ably in this case the language may have lost 
nothing of its felicity in the interpretation, 
which was done by that most accomplished 
missionary, Mary Porter of Chicago.“ 

In a letter to her daughter, referring to her 
visits with the Chinese as becoming of more 
and more value to her, she speaks of learn- 
ing something of the awful sufferings and 
great losses during the reign of madness in 
1900. But the deepest heam sorrows of 
the Chinese no one can ever know.” Speak- 
ing of the Imperial Industrial school in Pe- 
king, she says that its growth has been won- 
derful. A wealthy Chinese conceived the 
idea of helping his poverty strickes people, 
especially young boys. It is entirely sup- 
ported by himself. It has many lines of in- 
dustries and hundreds of workers. And they 
learn to do the finest kind of artisan work. 
Referring to the rug factory, an enterprise 
in itself. she says: I never tire of watching 
these men and boys filling the designs with 
Quiet accuracy. I noticed that there was no 
pattern before themvand questioned the over- 
seer, ‘Where is their pattern?’ Touching 
his head, he said: ‘ Here it is.“ 

It is quite wonderful how many elements 
of unique interest appear in this wholly ad- 
mirable book, furnishing glimpses of the 
interior life and spirit, character, and senti- 
ment of the better Chinese homes. And it 
is pleasant to know that it is sure to find 
many readers not only in this country, but 
as well among the more cultivated Chinese 
themselves, who will delight to see them- 
selves so fairly as well as so sympathetically 
and charmingly represented.

HEN the courts in his own city got 
after Delafield for his criminal use 
of other people’s money, he skipped 
out, and under a new name many 
years later became a prominent and 

respected citizen of @ New Mexican town, 
where t son of one of the men he had 
ruined became his best friend. But by the 
irony of fate, Delafield, because of the friend- 
ship between the two, became Conrad’s con- 
fidant, was told of the ruin of his father, 
and the vengeance he, the son, intended to 
wre on that man Delafield. As much as 
his life, when his identity shall become 
known, Delafield fears the resurrection of 
his past record, and so weakly, though with 
misgivings, falls in with the plans his friends 
make for the destruction of.Conrad. Con- 
rad is fighting for his life against large 
odds, and at the same time trying to find 
Delafield, refusing to. believe that the hunt- 
ed man is in reality his friend, and Delafield 
and his political and criminal friends are 
doing their best to get ahead of Conrad's 
vigilance and find some vulnerable spot in 
his apparently charmed life. 

This is the situation in Florence Finch 
Kelly's “THE DELAFIELD AFFAIR” 
(A. C. McClurg & Co.), only that Delafield 
has a daughter who complicates matterg a 
little for Conrad, who has, of course, fa 
in love with her. The story is pretty well 
done, there is a sufficiency of good situa- 
tions, Conrad is a likable hero, a strong 
man, and a loyal friend. The other char- 
acters all have a strain of villainy in them, 
but are not drawn in any extravagant fash- 
ion, and the whole is not the lurid thing 
that might be expected from its episodes and 
characters. Substantial power the book 
lacks, but there is enough to interest a read- 
er who is fond of stories of this kind. 


The winsomeness there is in some Trish 
natures is the quality that Maurice Francis 
Egan has caught in THE WILES OF SEX- 
TON MAdINNIS (Century company). The 
wiles are no more serious than those which 
any Irishman, true to the instincts of his 
race, would practice upon those with whom 
he comes in contact, being desirous of smooth- 
ing his way with them or of winning 
their approval. The more conspicuous per- 
sons of the little congregation among whom 
Maginnis wears the appellative of sex- 
ton,“ with their conflicting social ambitions 
supply the characters and the motivating 
events of the story, and a romance is intro- 
duced that is in keeping with the general 
character of the sketches, and at the same 
time exhibits some of the foibles of human 
nature. These latter are what is given us 
most generously in the story of Maginnis: 
there is all the undeniable truth of a satire, 
but genialness and understanding deprive it 
of any sting. 


Arthur Stringer in his stories keeps abreast 
of the mechanical improvements that have 
come into use from year to year, and in THE 
GUN RUNNER” (B. W. Dodge & Co.) wire- 
less telegraphy occupies the place of the 
latest thieves’ tools, the latest contrivances 
for tapping wires, etc., which occupied im- 
portant places in his previous books. The 


_ action of the present story takes place on 


board a third rate vessel bound for a South 
American port, but despite its inferiority, 
the ship carries wireless apparatus, and 
the operator is a prominent figure in suc- 
seeding events. An international criminal. 
Gangley, called the Gun Runner,” who 
makes his living stirring up rebellions in 
the small South American states, comes to 
the operator, and under an assumed name 
makes a compact with him and seals it with 
a large sum of money. 

The papers are only signed when a girl 
comes into the office, discloses Gangley's 
identity, and gives the man a hint of the 
dangers that are to beset him before he sees 
the end of the voyage. The gallantry of the 
man is aroused ag his heart is touched, he 
rises to the occasion, swears devotion to the 
girl and the cause she represents, and de- 
cides he will fix things up as best he can 
with The Gun Runner.“ Of course, such 
a course of action is fraught with the great- 
est danger and risks, in which tricks, ready 
wit, readier fists, and pistols play large 
part. 

The story is not up to Mr. Stringer’s previ- 
ous work. In the first place, it has not the 
interest that distinguished the preceding 
books, nor is there here the same skilifulness 
of narration. There is a madrush of events, 
but they are not above the mediocre, and 
cheapen the import of-the story. 


A little book which shows a sympathetic 
understanding of the problems it discusses 
is Emma Churchman Hewitt's HOW TO 
TRAIN CHILDREN ” (Jacobs). It covers 
the period of infancy, when the problem of 
the parent is largely how to act that discip- 
line and good health will give little cause for 
trouble or alarm in later year, and then gives 
suggestions in discipline, especially in some 
cases which tax the ingenuity and patience 
of a parent to their utmost. A mother's in- 
tuition is generally the surest guide as to 
the influences that will have weight with her 
child; this, coupled with good judgment and 
a husbanding thought for the future, should 
make problems of child raising little more 
than exercises in tact and patience. Yetin 
times of perplexities or uncertainty many 
helpful suggestions will be found in this little 


book. 


WHEN MOTHER LETS US GARDEN 
is the taking title of a little book by Frances 
Duncan (Moffat, Yard & Co.) in which is told 
in few words just how and when children 
may plant and raise flowers. It is really a 
practical treatise on flower gardening which 
even mother herself might read with profit. 
It is prettily illustrated by Ada Budell. 


“WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY AND

Theories of ratemaking by which the Hill 
and Harriman railroads seek to justify the 
increases in lumber rates from the north- 
west to all points east of the Missouri river 
were presented yesterday before Special 
Master F. N. Dickson, representing a federal 
court of St. Paul, by the traffic officials who 
make rates for the roads. 

The evidence was given in the suit brought 
by the railroads to restrain the interstate 
commeréé: commission from enforcing its 
order restoring the rates which existed be- 
tore Nov. , when a horizontal raise of 
10 cents a h ed pounds was put into effect. 

J. A. Munroe, traffic manager of the Union 

Ane, and J. G. Woodworth, traffic mana- 
ger of the Northern Pacific, presented the de- 
fense of the railroads. 

Under direct examination by F. C. Dillard, 
commerce attorney for the Harriman lines, 
Mr. Munroe said the rates were raised in 
1907 because of the general increase in the 


} cost of transportation. 


Didn't you raise the rates use the 
lumber business was prosperous and could 
stand the increase?” asked J. N. Teal, attor- 
ney for the Oregon and Washington Lum- 
ber Dealers’ association. 

“That ie a terse, hard way of putting it,“ 
replied the witness. 


Rates Made by Agreement. 

Well, let's mellow it a little and see if 
we don’t reach the same conclusion,” sug- 
gested the attorney. 

We felt that the advance would not re- 
strain the movement of lumber and that 
lumber should pay a better proportion than 
it had toward the earnings.”

were made by conferences. In this case they 
were made after conference between the 
traffic departments of the interested rail- 
roads and the shippers.“ 

How do you determine what is a reason- 
able rate?’ was asked. 

Mr. Munroe said that a reasonable rate 
was one that paid for the cost of service 
and a reasonable amount in addition toward 
interest and profit, that the rates from the 
Pacific coast were remunerative but still low, 
and that the road could not afford to make 
such low rates if all of its traffic was lumber. 

Mr. Woodworth was examined by Hale 
Holden, general attorney for the Burlington, 
on the history of The lumber rates, which he 
said justified an increase in 1907. The hear- 
ing will be resumed today. 


Pennsylvania Road Is Fined. 

Fines aggregating $300 were imposed by 
Judge Landis in the federal District court 
on the Pennsylvania railway company for 
violations of the safety appliance law, which 
recently was upheld by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The railway com- 
pany entered pleas of guilty in three cases 
of failure to comply with the law and a fine 
of $100 was imposed by the court in each case. 

The block signal and train control board 
of the interstate commerce commission con- 
ducted an investigation of the Rowell-Potter 
safety stop, a device for stopping trains auto- 
matically in case of danger on the track 
ahead, caused by a broken rail or other ob- 
struction. This has been installed experi- 
mentally on the Burlington tracks near Au- 
rora, III., and the board made a number of 
tests with a special train supplied for the 
purpose. The device automatically sets the 
air brakes on the engine. After returning to 
Washington the board will make a report on 
its investigations. If it is considered satis- 
factory the railroads may be ordered to use 
it generally. 

Executive officials of the Missouri railroads 
will meet here today to consider adopting 
the 2½ cent fare standard for local travel 
in Missouri.

GOLD EXPORTS FOR PARIS. 


Reading Not S> Active as in Some of 
Preeeding Sessions.

NEW YORK, April 23.—|Special.j—The 
rise in call money rates to 3 per cent, an en- 
gagement of $2,000,000 gold for export to 
Europe, decided strength in wheat prices, 
and the first appearance of unsettlement in 
the great foreign markéts over the Turkish 
disorders worked together today in con- 
nectlon with depressing weather conditions 
at home to the disadvantage of prices on the 
stock exchange. . | . 

After a show of strength in the early trad- 
ing in continuation of the general advance of 
Thursday selling orders made their appear- 
ance in considerable volume, and in the ab- 
sence of determined support gradually weak- 
ened prices until at the close ot the day 
losses of a point or more were to be found 
in all the leading shares, . 


Reading Suffers Loss. 

Reading seemed to suffer particularly by 
reason of the abandonment of the pool activ- 
ity which has been largely responsible for 
the marked rise in the stock over the last 
fortnight. 


On the floor of the stock exchange traders 


whose operations have made up so impor- 
tant a share of the business for several 
weeks took their cue from the withdrawal 
of support in this speculative favorite and 
bent their energies to the task ‘of bringing 
about recessions in all sections of the mar- 
ket. The happenings enumerated were of 
help to them, inasmuch as they tended to 
restrict the interest of more powerful opera- 
tors in the immediate course of prices, and 
the close found quotations at practically the 
low levels of the day. 

While the heaviness of prices in Berlin and 
London was ascribed and probably rightly 
to the Turkish troubles, yet these markets 
up to this time have shown such indifference 
as to make plausible the belief that there is 
little prospect of any complications in the 
European political situation to come from 
Turkish quarters.

Corn Produets Refining Co. Puts 
Out Large Bond Issue.

The Corn Products Refining company has 
finally been forced to put out a good, round 
bond issue. During the last two years the 
president of the company, E. T. Bedford, 
has insisted that all improvements would 
be made out of earnings. He earned hand- 
some profits and expended $500,000 in chang- 
ing plants to conform to the new pure food 
law, built two can factories, and began the 
plant at Argo. But it was necessary to re- 
duce the preferred dividend, and objection 
was finally raised against , Bedford's 
policy. Now there is authorized an issue of 
$10,000,000 5 per cent twenty-five year bonds. 
Of this total $5,000,000 has beén issued and, 
it was announced yesterday, taken by 
Speyer & Co. 


Will Help Preferred Dividend. 

This is the beginning of bonded indebted- 
ness on the general assets of the company. 
It should enable the company to pay the full 
dividend on the preferred stock, for out of 
the proceeds of the sale of the bonds a great 
deal of additional construction can be ac- 
complished, and the company will be enabled 
to go into the candy business on an extended 
scale. When it is noted that the glucose 
business itself is largely one of selling glu- 
cose to confectioners and sirup mixers. it 
can be seen that the candy field is an ex- 
tremely large one. It is apparently the pur- 
pose of the company to build up an exten- 
sive business in this line, and in so doing 
it will encroach upon the candy business of 
the National Biscuit company. 

An issue of bonds by an industrial con- 
cern in the position of the Corn Products 
Refining company is usually a matter of 
serious moment. There is no better evidence 
of this than the fact that President Bedford 
himself was so Strenuously opposed to mort- 
gage obligations. But it is said that within 
the last year F. T. Bedford, his son, has as- 
sumed larger powers in the management of 
the company, and that E. T. Bedford is grad- 
ually relinquishing a part of the manage- 
ment to his son. This has resulted in nu- 
merous changes in the organization, and it 
Is too early yet to figute what the outcome 
will be. 

Terms of the Issue. 

It is announced that of the remaining 
$5,000,000 of bonds not issued at this time. 
$2,000,000 can be Issued only in exchange 
for a like amount of outstanding debentures 
of the company. The other $3,000,000 must 
be used for new construction or new as- 
quisitions. The bonds are to be secured by 
first mortgage on al! the properties, plants, 
patents, trade marks. etc., of the company 
and its subsidiary companies now owned or 
hereafter acquired. except certain real estate 
in Chicago no longer needed by the company.

Foreigners Are Not Excited. 


With the exception of the moderate declines 
at Liverpool and other European markets and 
the small primary receipts, news influences 
were principally bearish. Argentine ship-

@ private cable from Argentina said the im- 
pression was growing that the crop was, 
about as large as a year ago, although hold- 
ers were not inclined to sell.

Weather Conditions Favorable. 


Weather conditions were favorable with 
the exception that temperatures continue to 
be too cold for forcing the growth. The 
Modern Miller said the general situation had 
improved since April 1. Northwest seeding 
is a little late, but there is still plenty of 
time for the crop to go in, and the soil is said 
to be in excellent shape, Northwest stocks 
decreased 575,000 bu at Minneapolis and 
‘gained 163,000 bu at Duluth. The flour trade 
Was reported a little better with liberal sales 
at Minneapolis. Cash wheat continues to 
command prices not conducive to the com-

Logan-Bryan were big sellers of 
May, supposed to be for a leading Kansas 
y speculator, and Bartlett-Patten, Ar- 
mour, and Clement-Curtis were big sellers 
of the July, with scattered holders in both 
months selling out their corn on stops. Cash 
houses took the May on the break led by 
Armour, Bartlett-Patten, Nye-Jenks, and 
her shipping interests. May sold from 
to 68%c, and closed at 69%c. July was 
pounded down from 68\c to 66e ., but rallied: 
end finished at 67%c. Net losses for the day 
were lte. 
The slump in prices was caused more 
by pit conditions than anything else. ‘he 
market was overbought and open to attack 
from the bears, the decline in wheat having 
unsettled the trade all around the room. 
Buying orders were conspicuous by their 
absence early, but a firmer tone and more 
confident buying characterized the late trade.

A number of 
manufacturers are now holding goods at the ad- 
vance. The export demand has been large during 
the present year and many mille are unable to ac- 
cépt orders for earlier than September delivery. 
This is notably the case with southern mills. Ad- 
vances were also noted In worsted yarns. Manu- 
facturers of underwear and fancy knit goods have 
announced that they will be forced to advance 
prices of madeup goods when present supplies are 
exhausted. With this general strengthening of the 
market. retailers will make no mistake in keep- 
ing reasonable wants covered, particularly in all 
classes of cotton goods. A feature in the future 
demand for silks is the call for cachemire de sole 
in both black and colors. The characteristic of 
this cloth is its dull finish in contrast to the satin 
finish goods which have been so popular the last 
two seasons, although satin finish goods will also 
be in demand to a considerable extent.
